New  Haven  July  19th  1813 

To  His  Excellency  John  C.  Smith  Esquire 

Governour  & Cap.  General  of  Connecticut 

Sir , 

Under  date  of  the  24th  of  June  I wrote  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral giving  him  an  account  of  the  disposition  of  the  Detach- 
ment of  Cavalry  from  the  2nd  Regiment  & requesting  to  know 
of  the  course  proposed  & pursued  was  approved  — To  this 
letter  I have  received  no  reply,  probably  owing  to  the  abscence 
of  the  Adg*  General  — 

On  the  appearance  of  the  British  Ships  of  War  off  Guilford 
& other  movements  on  Thursday  & Friday  last  I again  ordered 
out  the  Detachment  & stationed  them  in  Branford  to  patrol 
from  Killingworth  to  the  light  house  point  — But  as  the  Ships 
have  again  disappeared  & as  well  as  I can  learn  called  in  their 
Barges  from  this  quarter  have  this  morning  released  the  de- 
detachment from  any  further  services  — The  call  for  this 
Detachment  has  produced  one  good  effect,  namely  - put  in 
very  good  order  a Troop  of  this  Regiment  heretofore  very 
deficient.  It  has  done  more  than  could  have  been  effected  by 
several  years  in  ordinary  training  — There  is  now  no  Detach- 
ment from  this  Regiment  of  Cavalry  — 

There  is  so  much  unwillingness  manifested  by  these  on  the 
Sea  Board  to  take  any  effectual  measures  to  keep  necessary 
guards  that  I shall  not  call  out  another  Detachment  except 
by  order  of  your  Excellency;  unless  the  enemy  actually  lands  & 
renders  it  indispensable  - — 

Please  inform  me  whether  the  course  pursued  meets  your 
Excellency’s  approbation

RESULT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 
[3:72] 

At  a Meeting  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  held  at  Hartford 
on  the  20th  day  of  July  AD  1813. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  having  convened  the  Council, 
for  the  purpose  of  advice,  upon  sundry  questions,  arising  out 
of  the  Calamitous  War,  in  which  the  United  States  are  engaged, 
and  Particularly  in  regard  to  the  Protection  of  the  Naval 
Squadron,  now  lying  in  the  River  Thames,  and  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  State,  who  are  specially  exposed  to  dangers  inci- 
dent to  an  attack;  supposed  to  be  meditated  upon  that 
Squadron;  and  the  Council  having  maturely  considered  the 
several  matters  refered  to  them,  do  concur  in  the  following 
Result.  — 

That  on  a view  of  sundry  Communications,  from  Brigadier 
General  Burbeck,  Commandant  of  the  Forces  of  the  United 
States,  stationed  at  New  London,  requesting  that  a Thousand 
Infantry  and  Two  Hundred  Artillerists  of  the  military  Force 
of  this  State,  may  be  furnished,  with  a view  to  repel  any 
Attack  which  may  be  mediated  as  aforesaid;  the  Council  do 
advise  The  Governor,  to  comply  with  the  request  of  Brigadier 
General  Burbeck,  and  to  detach  from  the  military  force  of 
this  State,  the  troops  requested;  to  serve  for  Forty  five  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged,  and  that  not  less  than  five  hundred 
Men,  of  such  force  be  taken  from  the  Military  Corps,  unless 
Information  shall  be  received  by  the  Governor,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  shall  have  made  such  an  arrange- 
ment of  the  Forces  of  the  United  States,  as  to  render  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Officers  of  the  United  States  a less  force  ade- 
quate to  the  protection  of  the  Squadron. 

The  Council  do  not  advise  the  Governor  at  present,  to 
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station  any  force,  on  the  sea  Coast,  west  of  the  Town  of 
Say-Brook. 

In  consideration  of  the  promptitude  with  which  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  has  devoted  himself  to  the  public  service, 
since  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  of  the  judicious 
manner,  in  which  he  has  performed  the  various  arduous  duties 
devolved  upon  him  by  the  events  of  the  War,  the  Council  rely 
with  confidence,  that  as  heretofore,  so  on  all  future  occasions, 
his  Conduct  will  be  wisely  adapted  to  the  varying  Occurrences 
of  the  times,  and  to  the  promotion  of  the  best  Interests  of 
the  State  —

Sir 

A young  man  from  Haddam  by  the  name  of  Elias  Selden 
Junior  has  called  upon  me  this  day  and  represents  that  his 
name  is  enrolled  in  your  company  — that  he  subscribed  the 
enlistment  at  the  solicitation  of  one  David  Shepherd  who  was 
employed  in  obtaining  recruits  and  who  is  now  a Sergeant  in 
the  company  — that  Shepherd  requested  him  to  enter  his 
name  with  the  view  of  encouraging  others  present  to  follow 
the  example  assuring  him  that  he  might  withdraw  his  Signa- 
ture at  any  time  if  he  chose  — that  he  agreed  to  this  proposition 
informing  Shepherd  he  had  not  then  seen  the  act  for  raising 
the  corps.  If  on  examination  he  should  approve  the  terms  of 
service  his  name  would  remain,  otherwise  he  must  be  at  liberty 
to  withdraw  it  - — that  he  afterwards  Signified  to  Shepherd  or 
yourself  his  determination  not  to  be  considered  a member  of 
the  company  — that  nevertheless  he  is  Summoned  to  march 
to  N.  London  — & therefore  prays  relief  — 

How  far  this  representation  may  be  just  I know  not  — but 
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I deem  it  proper  that  an  inquiry  Should  be  had  to  ascertain 
its  truth  — You  are  therefore  directed  not  to  enforce  the 
attendance  of  Mr  Selden  at  New  London  for  the  present  — 
At  a proper  time  the  question  shall  be  tried  and  if  his  claim  is 
not  duly  Supported  he  must  then  Suffer  the  consequences

Saybrook  July  20th  1813 

Sir 

I received  by  Express  on  the  15  Ins11  from  Killingworth 
(at  5 oclock  PM.)  that  2 of  the  enemys  Ships  had  Come  to 
anchor  of  that  harbour  & that  their  Boats  on  the  morning  of 
the  Same  day  had  Come  into  the  mouth  of  their  harbour  either 
for  the  purpose  of  landing  or  to  Cut  out  a Coasting  vessel  that 
Came  in  their  the  day  before  when  they  had  a scurmish  with 
them  & drove  them  of  and  from  their  manuvers  they  expected 
another  attack  Soon  — I immediately  Set  out  for  that  Place 
whare  I arived  about  half  past  7 o’clok  it  then  being  thick 
weather  their  was  nothing  to  be  Seen  of  the  enemy  — I found 
their  the  [3d]  and  7th  Companies  assembled  for  defence  — they 
had  Stationed  Sentrys  at  proper  Points  for  the  night  — I 
thought  Proper  to  direct  the  Companies  to  Remain  on  duty 
for  the  night  — in  the  morning  of  the  16th  I discovered  the 
Ships  lying  at  anchor  of  the  land  about  5 Miles  and  their 
boats  & tenders  Cruising  in  every  direction  at  about  10  oclock 
the  Ships  got  under  way  and  Stood  to  the  Eastward  when  I 
immediatly  directed  Cap*  Hurd  of  the  3d  Comp  to  dismiss 
his  Comp  and  Cap1  Wilcox  of  the  7th  Company  to  dismiss  his 
Comp  as  Soon  as  the  barges  had  Returned  (which  was  then 
gone  westward)  and  gone  of  — when  I returned  back  to  Say- 
brook  this  is  the  2d  time  they  have  bin  allarmed  at  Killing- 
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worth  they  feel  quite  allarmed  and  are  anxious  for  some  pro- 
tection — Cap11  Hurd  & Cap1  Bray  who  are  Calculating  to  Set 
out  for  Hartford  this  afternoon  will  be  able  to  give  your 
Exelency  more  perticulars  I under  Stand  they  Carry  Petitions 
to  your  Exelency  for  granting  them  protection  — from  the 
Statements  that  will  probably  be  made  you  Exelence  will  be 
much  better  able  to  judge  than  I am  to  recommend  any 
measures  — I would  observe  however  Should  any  Gard  be 
Stationed  theire  that  I have  found  artillery  to  be  the  Most 
Efficient  annoiance  to  the  Enemys  boats  as  they  carry  generely 
from  three  to  six  pounders

Circular  to  Brigadiers  of  1 

1st,  2d,  4th,  6th,  7th,  & 8th,  brigades  j 

Sir , 

His  Excellency  the  Commander  in  chief,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  Council,  has  directed  that  a detachment  be  made 
from  the  Militia  of  this  State,  of  five  hundred  men  including 
officers  armed  and  equipped  according  to  law  for  the  defense 
of  the  United  States  Squadron  in  our  waters  and  the  protection 
of  the  inhabitants  of  New  London  & Groton  — 

In  making  the  detail  from  your  brigade  you  will  consider 
the  detachment  made  last  year  by  order  of  the  President  of 
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the  United  States  as  liable  to  this  detachment,  and  you  will 
also  consider  those  detached  under  orders  of  the  5th  instant 
as  having  performed  their  duty  and  not  liable  to  be  detached 
under  this  order  . . — No  troops  are  to  be  taken  from  the  3d  & 
5th,  brigades,  nor  will  any  be  taken  from  the  towns  adjoining 
Long  Island  Sound  — 

The  detail  from  your  brigade  is  annexed  and  will  when 
detached,  rendezvous  at  on  the 

third  day  of  August  next  at  which  time  & place  your  Brigade 
Inspector  will  attend,  take  a complete  list  of  the  mens  names 
from  them,  and  place  them  under  the  command  of  the  senior 
officer  detached  from  your  brigade,  who  will  march  them 
forthwith  to  New  London  and  report  himself  to  Maj.  Gen1 
Wm  Williams,  who  is  to  have  the  command  of  all  the  troops 
at  that  post  — 

The  men  are  detached  for  Forty  five  days  from  the  time 
they  leave  their  respective  places  of  rendezvous  unless  sooner 
discharged  — 

The  men  must  furnish  themselves  with  provisions  for  their 
march  . . — You  will  consider  the  flank  companies,  equally 
liable  to  detachment  in  all  instances  with  the  battalion  com- 
panies, unless  specially  directed  otherwise  by  a General  Order. 

For  the  detachment  from  your  brigade,  will  be  provided 
by  the  Quarter  Master  of  brigade,  a two  horse  waggon  for  the 
transportation  of  the  officers  baggage ; the  expence  of  sd 
waggon  will  be  paid  Qr.  Master  Gen1  on  the  bill  being  presented 
to  him  — 

His  Excellency  sincerely  regrets  that  an  untimely  order 
from  the  War  Department  for  the  Dismission  of  the  Militia 
has  occasioned  the  necessity  of  making  a new  draft;  and  he 
deeply  laments  that  any  portion  of  the  Military  force  should 
be  called  into  public  service  at  this  particular  season;  but  the 
protection  of  the  National  Squadron  in  our  waters  and  espe- 
cially the  cries  of  our  fellow  citizens  at  New  London  and 
Groton,  cannot  be  disregarded  by  a brave  and  generous 
people;  and  his  Excellency  relies  with  perfect  confidence  that 
every  citizen  who  may  thus  be  summoned  to  perform  the 
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first  of  social  duties,  will  evince  a spirit  becoming  the  high 
character  which  the  militia  of  Connecticut  have  so  justly 
acquired.  —

guards  at  different  points  on  the  Seacoast  & particularly  at 
Bridgeport  was  fully  considered,  and  it  is  their  opinion  and 
advice  that  under  existing  circumstances  no  troops  be  stationed 
west  of  Saybrook.  In  consequence  of  this  result  the  arrange- 
ments I had  made  for  a guard  at  Bridgeport  must  be  sus- 
pended — Should  the  state  of  things  in  your  quarter  vary 
materially  for  the  worse,  a due  regard  will  be  paid  to  your 
exposed  situation  —

Hartford  24.  July  1813  — 

Sir  your  letter  of  19th  instant  has  been  duly  received  and 
attentively  considered  — Whilst  I regret  your  uneasiness  on 
the  Subject  to  which  you  refer  I cannot  but  highly  commend 
the  frank  and  honourable  manner  in  which  you  have  com- 
municated your  impressions 

The  act  for  raising  the  military  corps  contains  no  expres- 
sions which  in  my  view  warrant  the  conclusion  which  you 
seem  to  have  drawn  — to  wit  — that  in  no  case  can  the  ulti- 
mate command  devolve  upon  an  officer  of  the  militia  — Such 
words  of  exclusion  are  evidently  contained  in  the  act  for  organ- 
izing the  volunteer  corps,  but  not  in  the  other  — and  it  is 
probable  the  language  of  the  two  statutes  may  have  been 
blended  together  in  your  recollection  — They  were  framed 
nearly  at  the  same  time  & that  this  language  should  have  been 
contained  in  the  latter  & not  in  the  former  would  of  itself  form  a 
strong  argument  against  your  construction  — The  military 
corps  is  indeed  organized  with  its  own  proper  officers  — but  I 
cannot  bring  my  mind  to  doubt  that  a section  of  this  corps 
when  ordered  into  Service  with  the  militia  may  be  commanded 
by  a Superiour  officer  of  the  latter  whose  duties  at  the  time 
are  the  same  and  whose  commission  emanates  from  the  same 
authority  — Such  I am  authorized  to  say  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  council  to  whom  I distinctly  presented  the 
question  at  their  session  on  the  20th  instant  — 

About  500  infantry  & 2 companies  of  artillery  belonging  to 
the  corps  with  their  proper  officers  will  be  at  N.  London  — 
and  an  equal  number  of  the  militia  — The  principal  object 
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with  the  council  in  advising  me  to  give  the  command  of  the 
whole  to  Major  Gen1  Williams  is  found  in  the  circumstance 
of  his  being  conveniently  located  to  call  in  the  whole  of  his 
division  to  act  as  an  auxiliary  force  in  case  of  attack  — 

This  arrangement  Sir  I trust  will  prove  satisfactory  to 
yourself  & the  other  officers  of  the  corps  — and  I rest  assured 
that  the  alacrity  with  which  you  obeyed  when  called  to  the 
post  of  danger  is  an  earnest  of  your  gallantry  & good  conduct 
in  the  hour  of  trial  —

WILLIAM  WILLIAMS  TO  JOHN  COTTON  SMITH

New  London  26th  July  1813 
Sir 

I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Letter 
of  22nd  ins*  respecting  the  supplies  of  rations  for  our  Troops 
by  the  United  States  Contractor. 

I have  just  seen  Gen1  Burbeck  & he  informs  me  that  he  has 
not  received  any  instructions  on  the  subject,  & as  they  are 
contracted  for  by  us  at  Five  Mills  in  the  ration  less  than  the 
U.  S.  pay,  it  is  his  wish  that  our  Contractor  might  continue 
to  furnish  them  untill  he  is  otherways  directed  — 

As  the  Third  & Eighth  Regiments  (or  that  part  now  here) 
were  summoned  on  the  last  alarm  quite  suddenly  & unex- 
pectedly, the  number  turned  out  being  in  all  a little  rising  of 
Four  Hundred,  with  a much  greater  proportion  of  officers 
than  Privates,  and  it  being  very  distressing  for  the  most  of 
them  to  be  kept  from  their  Farms  at  this  important  Season 
without  having  made  any  previous  arrangement  & since  three 
Companies  of  the  State  Corps  are  now  here,  and  as  these  Regi- 
ments can  be  Called  at  a short  notice,  I take  the  liberty  of 
requesting  from  your  Excellency  an  order  to  dismiss  them  to 
be  ready  at  a moments  notice  or  on  an  alarm  being  given;  if 
circumstances  will  permit  on  the  receipt  of  the  order,  particu- 
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larly  as  the  residue  of  the  late  detachment  may  be  expected 
in  the  course  of  this  week,  the  every  hour  weighs  heavily  with 
these  Men  who  are  thus  kept  from  their  business  — I have 
seen  Gen1  Burbeck  on  this  Subject  & he  advises  to  it.  I have 
also  called  on  him  for  some  Tents,  he  informs  me  there  are 
none  belonging  to  the  United  States  within  his  reach,  or  he 
would  furnish  them,  Some  would  be  very  desirable  at  this 
moment  & when  the  Detachment  are  all  in  about  one  Hundred 
will  be  indispensibly  necessary  from  some  quarter  or  other  — 
there  being  no  Surgeon  here  attached  to  the  Companies  already 
arrivd,  Doctor  Brainard  of  the  3d  Regt  has  attended  to  them 
when  occasion  has  made  it  necessary  & would  be  glad  to  be 
continued  should  there  not  be  others  appointed  —

Sr 

By  letters  recd  from  New  London  last  evening  I am  in- 
formed that  Gen1  Burbeck  on  being  requested  to  order  rations 
furnished  by  the  U S to  the  militia,  replyed  that  they  were 
not  prepared  and  that  our  contractor  had  refused  to  lend  them 
ten  barrels  of  flour  for  U S troops,  that  he  intended  to  write 
Gen1  Armstrong  requesting  him  to  let  the  State  furnish  thier 
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own  troops,  this  has  become  common  talk  amongst  the  militia 
who  say  they  will  not  continue  in  service  if  they  have  to  re- 
ceive U S provision  which  is  more  complained  of  than  hereto- 
fore — Mr  Aikins  the  paymaster  has  not  been  heard  from  yet, 
does  not  all  this  look  a little  like  old  Connecticuts  paying 
the  Bill  — 

Mr  G expresses  a strong  wish  that  Gen1  H may  have  the 
command  but  concludes  by  saying  he  does  not  believe  Gen1 
Burbeck  would  assume  the  command  if  there  was  no  Gen1 
offcer  there.

Your  favr  of  the  24th  Ins1  was  duly  received,  I had 
previously  taken  every  precaution  and  issued  the  necessary 
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orders,  that  the  Armes  furnished  the  Militia  on  Duty  here 
should  be  returned  in  good  order  and  that  the  amunition  &c° 
supplied  them  should  not  be  wasted  — 

The  anxiety  manifested  by  some  portion  of  the  Militia 
to  return,  and  the  strong  claims  which  their  Families  & Busi- 
ness had  upon  them  at  this  season  of  the  year  induced  me, 
under  the  discretionary  power  contained  in  your  Letter  to 
dismiss  this  day  the  3 & 8 Regm’ts,  excepting  Cap1  French’s 
Company  of  Artillerists  who  are  extreamly  anxious  to  be  dis- 
charged — Whenever  additional  Troops  arrive  I surgest  to 
your  Excellency  the  propriety  of  releiveing  this  Company 
from  further  Duty  as  they  ware  first  called  into  service  and 
have  verry  faithfully  and  punctualy  preformed  their  tour, 
many  of  the  members  of  this  Company  will  suffer  much  In- 
convenience from  a further  detention  in  public  Service,  but 
under  my  present  Orders  I was  not  at  liberty  to  discharge 
them  — 

Before  disbanding  those  Regiments  I consulted  with  Brigr 
Gen1  Burbeck  who  joined  with  me  in  opinion,  and  I think 
under  all  circumstances  the  measure  was  boath  expediant 
and  necessary  — About  30  Privates  of  the  3d  Regm1  under 
the  Command  of  a Lieu1  volantered  their  Services  and  will  be 
retained  in  service  untill  the  arrival  of  the  Troops  now  or- 
dered in  — 

Thus  far  there  has  appeared  no  grate  jealousy  beteen  the 
military  Corps  and  Militia,  and  the  right  of  Command  will 
not  I believe  be  questioned,  with  the  force  Shortly  expected

Sir , 

On  my  return  from  Hartford  I found  your  letter  of  the 
16th  instant  which  duly  arrived  here  in  my  absence  — 

At  the  late  meeting  of  the  council  the  expediency  of  at- 
tempting to  defend  our  sea  board  by  a stationary  force  was 
fully  considered.  That  honourable  body  are  of  opinion  that 
no  disposition  is  at  present  manifested  by  the  British  to  com- 
mit depredations  on  the  land  — that  it  is  evidently  their  sole 
object  to  interrupt  or  destroy  our  navigation  by  seizing  every 
vessel  within  their  reach  — that  as  the  State  does  not  possess 
the  means  of  protecting  our  maritime  commerce,  it  will  be 
prudent  for  our  citizens  to  draw  up  their  shipping  of  every 
kind  as  far  out  of  the  reach  of  the  enemy  as  possible,  and  leave 
those  who  will  adventure  their  property  on  the  Sound  to  incur 
the  risque  and  hazard  of  their  own  presumption.  The  Council 
have  therefore  advised  that,  under  existing  circumstances, 
no  troops  be  stationed  on  any  part  of  the  coast  west  of  Say- 
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brook.  To  this  advice  I shall  feel  myself  bound  to  conform. 
Accordingly  it  will  not  be  expected  that  the  militia  are  to  be 
called  into  the  field  upon  every  appearance  of  a hostile  vessel 
on  the  coast,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  officers  will  exercise  with 
great  caution  and  prudence  the  powers  vested  in  them  by 
the  statute. 

I entertain  no  doubt,  sir,  you  acted  under  a sense  of  duty 
in  the  instance  to  which  you  refer,  and  your  conduct  is  there- 
fore approved  — but  I trust  you  will  be  careful  in  future 
not  to  draw  out  the  force  under  your  command,  except  in 
case  of  actual  invasion,  or  unless  circumstances  unequivocally 
indicate  such  to  be  the  intention.  If  the  character  of  this  un- 
happy war  shall  change,  and  a system  of  depredation  on  our 
territory  commence,  every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  State 
government  to  protect  and  preserve  the  lives  & property  of 
our  fellow  citizens  —

If  the  letter  I 
wrote  you  from  Hartford  of  the  same  date  has  duly  come  to 
hand  you  will  find  I had  anticipated  your  wishes  in  regard 
to  the  dismission  of  the  militia  then  in  service  — as  you  are 
therein  expressly  authorized  at  your  discretion  & provided 
it  could  be  done  with  safety  to  release  such  as  were  under  a 
pressing  necessity  of  returning  to  their  respective  homes  — 

I am  not  a little  surprized,  after  the  solemn  assurances  of 
the  Secretary  of  war,  to  the  contrary  that  no  arrangements 
have  yet  been  made  to  furnish  our  troops  with  the  necessary 
supplies.  General  Burbeck  may  be  informed  by  you  that  this 
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state  of  things  cannot  long  exist  — If  the  State  of  Connecticut 
furnish  men,  the  extent  of  its  obligation  to  the  union  in  this 
respect  is  fulfilled;  and  if  pay  & subsistence  are  not  provided 
by  the  general  government,  the  Service,  as  would  be  the  case 
with  their  own  regular  troops,  must  be  abandoned  — I should 
greatly  deplore  an  event  of  this  kind,  but  it  can  be  prevented 
only  by  the  early  & prompt  attention  of  the  war  department  — 
I have  written  to  the  Q.  M.  General  on  the  subject  of  pro-

No  return  has  been  made  to  me  of  the  choice  of  officers 
in  your  company  of  volunteers.  It  was  probably  transmitted 
by  Col.  Burr  to  the  Adjutant  General,  whose  absence  from  the 
state  about  that  period  has  doubtless  prevented  my  receiving 
the  due  notice.  I have  now  ordered  him  if  the  return  has 
reached  his  office  to  make  out  and  issue  the  commissions  with- 
out farther  delay.  In  the  mean  time  it  is  my  desire  that  the 
gentlemen  chosen  to  office  in  the  company  consider  themselves 
authorized  to  act,  should  the  approach  of  the  enemy  render  it 
necessary.

Powder  and  grape  shot  have  been  already  forwarded  by  the

Your  letter  of  the  27th  which  was  directed  to  me  at  N. 
London  has  been  duly  forward  from  that  place  — 

I receive  with  much  satisfaction  the  assurance  you  offer 
me  in  behalf  of  the  military  Exempts  in  your  vicinity,  of  a 
disposition  “to  defend  the  rights  and  privileges  purchased 
“by  the  blood  of  our  Fathers”  — Nothing  seems  wanting  to 
give  this  disposition  its  full  effect  but  to  form  yourselves  into 
an  association  under  the  acts  of  the  legislature  passed  in 
August  and  October  last  for  raising  certain  volunteer  corps. 
When  duly  organized  I will  immediately  direct  the  Quarter- 
master General  to  furnish  you  with  such  munitions  of  war 
as  your  situation  and  circumstances  may  require.  I am  not 
authorized  to  place  either  the  arms  or  ammunition  of  the 
state  in  the  hands  of  any  portion  of  our  citizens  who  do  not 
belong  to  some  military  body  recognized  by  law.  Indeed  a 
little  reflection  must  convince  every  one  that  collections  of 
armed  men  not  associated  under  any  existing  law  cannot 
act  with  Safety  either  to  themselves  or  to  the  community. 
The  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  just  mentioned  are  admir- 
ably calculated  for  the  present  condition  of  our  country  par- 
ticularly on  the  Sea-coast.  Accordingly  very  many  of  our 
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citizens  on  the  Sea  board  who  are  otherwise  legally  exempted 
from  military  duty  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
thus  afforded  them  of  uniting  their  efforts,  under  the  authority

Pay  Master  to  the  Battalion  of  Artillery,  I am  induced  to 
request  a discharge  from  the  Office  of  Pay  Master  of  the  7th 
Regmt.  of  Connecticut  Militia,  which  I have  held  for  a number 
of  years  past.  Your  Excellency  will  discover  that  it  must  be 
extremely  inconvenient,  if  not  impracticable  for  me  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  Offices,  incident  to  the  two  different  Corps. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  my  discharge,  previous  to  the 
lamented  death  of  Genl.  Merriman,  but  in  consequence  of 
that  event  have  never  been  carried  into  execution.

The  men  detached  under  the  order  of  the  Ajutant  General 
for  500  Militia  have  mostly  arrived  — as  have  the  troops  de- 
tached from  the  State  Corps  — The  Militia,  I have  stationed 
at  Groton  & the  State  troops  on  this  side  of  the  river  near  the 
light  house.  They  are  a fine  body  of  men  & have  excited  the 
admiration  of  all  who  have  seen  them.  From  the  acquaintance 
I have  formed  with  the  officers  of  both  Corps,  I am  enabled  to 
assure  you,  that  much  will  be  done  & that  every  attention  will 
be  paid  to  the  discipline,  hea[l]th  & comfort  of  the  men 

The  Enemy's  force  now  in  sight,  consists  of  one  74  & one 
Frigate,  which  yesterday  took  a position  off  the  harbour 
within  four  or  five  miles  of  the  Light  House,  for  the  purpose, 
it  is  supposed,  of  intercepting  a fleet  of  Gunboats,  which  are 
daily  expected  here  from  New  York.  It  is  reported;  with  how 
much  truth,  I am  unable  to  determine,  that  our  Frigates  will 
come  down  the  river  as  soon  as  Fort  Griswold  is  completed, 
which  may  possibly  be,  within  a fortnight.

The  Captain  General  has  Seen  and  considered  the  record  of 
proceedings  before  a court  martial,  whereof  Colonel  Abel  Hall 
is  president,  begun  and  held  at  Fairfield  on  the  third  day  of 
instant  August  by  order  of  the  Brigadier  General  of  the  fourth 
brigade,  for  the  trial  of  Zalmon  B.  Banks  Lieutenant  of  the 
fifth  company  in  the  fourth  regiment  of  infantry,  under  arrest 
for  disobedience  of  orders  and  neglect  of  duty. 

The  Captain  General  is  constrained  to  observe  that  the 
complaint  in  this  case  is  altogether  indefinite,  the  charges  not 
being  sufficiently  set  forth  by  the  proper  specifications;  and 
consequently  the  objection  made  on  that  ground  by  the 
accused,  ought  not  to  have  been  overruled  by  the  court.  But 
inasmuch  as  on  a full  hearing  of  the  evidence  the  court  have 
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pronounced  the  prisoner  not  guilty  of  any  offence,  the  Captain 
General  Approves  the  sentence.

Your  favors  of  the  6 & ll1  Instant  are  boath  before  me 
Cap1  French’s  company  has  been  discharged  with  the  advice  & 
approbation  of  Gen1  Burbeck,  and  the  detachment  which 
volunteered  their  services  under  a Lieu1  untill  the  arrival  of 
an  adequate  force  was  also  discharged,  as  soon  as  Col°  Howe  & 
Shepard  arrived  — agreeable  to  my  instructions  from  the 
Adj1  Gen1,  the  troops  stationed  at  Saybrook  & Stonington 
have  been  relieved  by  detachments  from  the  Troops  under 
my  command 

As  the  Enemy  at  present  menace  no  immediate  attack 
upon  N London  or  the  United  States  Squadron,  it  will  not 
in  my  opinion  be  necessary  to  call  in  a Company  in  lieu  of 
Cap1  French’s,  but  should  there  be  Eminent  danger,  and  it  is 
considered  advisable  I shall  avail  my  self  of  the  power  granted 
by  your  Excellency  and  call  on  the  Adjutant  Gen1  for  that 
purpose. 

It  will  afford  me  much  satisfaction  to  have  the  Militia 
shortly  paid  as  it  will  have  a happy  effect  — Gen1  Burbeck 
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informs  me  that  Col°  Kingsbury  has  recd  a letter  advising 
him  that  the  pay  master  will  be  here  in  the  cours  of  this  week  — 
The  contractor  of  the  United  States  yesterday  commenced 
his  supplies  and  I hope  will  furnish  such  rations  in  quality  as 
will  render  all  complaints  groundless  — when  the  Troops  ware 
furnished  by  this  State  they  ware  supplied  with  potatoes,  this 
although  not  strictly  within  the  contract  was  rendered  justifi- 
able as  it  surved  to  keep  the  troops  contented  with  their  fare  — 
and  as  it  was  attended  with  so  trifling  an  expence,  about  2/3 
of  a Cent  p day  per  Man  will  cover  this  charge,  which  is  cer- 
tainly verry  inconsiderable,  and  without  which  there  is  and 
will  be  some  complaints,  add  to  this  the  health  of  the  Troops 
will  be  benefitted  by  the  supply  — I therefore  submit  to  your 
Excellency  the  propriety  of  enabling  me  to  furnish  potatoes 
at  the  Cheapest  rate  possible  at  the  Cost  of  this  State,  and 
for  which  the  United  States  contractor  is  not  liable  by  their 
contract  for  rations,  and  for  which  all  the  Troops  here  make  a 
loud  and  audable  call  — should  the  rations  furnished  by  the  U 
States  contractor,  be  deficent  in  quantaty  or  quality  I shall 
avail  myself  of  evry  legal  and  proper  method  to  obtain  redress; 
as  I feel  a strong  public  & personal  obligation  to  render  the 
force  now  under  my  command  as  comfortable  as  their  necessary 
privations  will  allow  — I realize  fully  the  delay  & expence 
attending  a discharge  of  the  Troops  and  calling  in  others  in 
their  stead,  and  shall  therefore  verry  cheerfully  comply  with 
your  Excellency  recommendation  and  grant  furloughs  in 
cases  of  necessity  with  as  much  liberality  as  the  [pjublic 
service  will  admit, 

It  aught  to  be  remarked  that  the  Contractor  of  the  U 
States  is  under  no  obligation  to  furnish  forage  or  fuel,  Mr 
Ward  the  Commissary  Gen1  of  this  State  has  been  by  me 
discharged  so  far  as  concerns  subsistance  for  the  men,  but  I 
cannot  yet  discharge  him  from  furnishing  forage  & fuel,  the 
first  particularly  for  the  Cavalry  and  artillery,  and  the  latter 
for  all  the  Troops,  though  he  is  solisitus  to  get  rid  of  these 
supplies,  as  they  are  not  an  object  worth  his  attention  in  a 
pecuniary  View  — the  supplys  of  fuel  to  the  U States  Troops 
in  this  Vicinity  has  been  by  special  contract  with  some  indi- 
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vidual,  independant  of  subsistance  of  the  men  — forage  has 
not  been  required  by  their  troops,  what  arrangements  can 
be  made  to  accommodate  Mr  Ward  I submit  to  your  Excel- 
lency as  I should  be  gratified  that  his  personal  convenience 
and  advantage  should  be  consulted  so  far  as  not  to  predudice 
the  public.

Dear  Sx  Believing  that  you  will  like  to  know  familiarly  what 
passes  here  I take  the  liberty  to  write  as  it  occurs  to  me  — 
the  U S rations  were  issued  this  morning  for  the  first  time  a 
part  of  the  provision  were  returned  as  bad  and  shewn  to  Gen1 
Burbeck  & other  U S officers  who  condemned  it  — tomorrow 
there  is  to  be  an  inspection  which  will  probably  bring  to  light 
the  impositions  practiced  on  the  U S troops  for  want  of  some 
one  to  complain  to  the  superior  officers  for  them  — altho  this 
looks  a little  like  making  them  do  justice  I am  affraid  that 
it  is  not  in  their  power  for  want  of  good  and  wholsome  pro- 
vision if  they  are  ever  so  well  disposed  to  do  right 

I have  thought  proper  not  to  sell  the  provision  on  hand 
to  them  for  fear  they  will  issue  it  out  to  U S troops  or  mix  it 
with  there  own  & eventually  I shall  be  call,d  on  to  furnish 
on  short  notice  — the  provision  I have  on  hand  is  of  the  first 
quality  & gave  universal  satisfaction,  the  usual  cost  of  one 
of  my  rations  is  three  cents  more  than  one  of  theirs  — you 
will  probably  hear  more  about  this  from  the  officers  by  the 
next  mail  — 

There  has  ben  a great  deal  of  work  done  to  fort  Griswould 
but  not  finished,  Gen1  Burbecks  opinion  is  that  the  ships  will 
not  come  down  before  Octr  — 

Yesterday  morning  it  was  reported  that  one  of  the  two 
British  ships  was  on  the  rocks  in  a calm,  our  two  gun  boats 
came  down  the  river  towed  by  fifteen  barges  maned  by  five 
hundred  men  which  was  a beatifull  sight,  they  had  furnaces 
hot  ready  for  action  & Decature  & Jones  & nearly  all  the  town 
was  down  on  Western  point  to  see  the  ships  taken  but  a sudden 
south  west  wind  & the  moving  of  the  ships  induced  them  to 
stop  at  the  light  house  & row  back  again  — 

I recd  a long  & civil  letter  from  paymaster  Eakins  of  N

Sir  your  petitioner’s  humbly  take  the  libberty  to  address 
your  Excellency,  and  petition  for  releifs  after  the  expiration 
of  45  days  from  the  time  we  ware  called  out  making  the  Tour 
equal  to  the  time  for  which  the  S1  Troops  & Militia  are  drafted 
for  — And  as  a reason  your  petitioners  beg  leave  to  represent, 
that  they  ware  called  at  a more  difficult  season  of  the  year 
for  people  to  leave  there  farming  and  other  business. 

We  have  been  out  more  or  less  eversince  the  10th  of  June 
for  the  defence  of  those  invaded  — And  in  consequence  of 
this  our  domestick  concerns  have  suffered  most  severly,  and 
in  some  cases  most  deplorably  — We  have  been  absent  through 
harvesting  and  getting  our  english  hay  — and  the  .season  for 
cutting  salt  hay,  a crop  on  which  we  make  great  dependance, 
and  which  almost  evry  one  of  the  company  are  more  or  less 
interested  in:  and  the  season  for  cutting  it  is  now  approaching 
Provided  your  Excellency  will  condescend  to  discharge 
us  at  the  expiration  of  Forty  five  days  we  shall  be  enabled  to 
secure  the  crop  — which  will  prevent  our  cattle  from  starving, 
and  our  families  from  suffering. 
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After  the  Interview  Cap1  Jewett  had  with  your  Excellency, 
he  informed  us  by  letter,  that  your  Excellency  agreed  “that 
our  company  were  intitled  to  relief,  and  that  you  were  un- 
willing that  our  Company  should  be  burdened  to  serve  any 
longer  than  the  Companies  last  called  in  (viz.)  forty  Five  days. 
And  that  in  conversation  your  Excellency  stated  expressly 
that  you  had  no  objection  to  our  company’s  receiving  a fur- 
lough for  the  length  of  time  we  were  in  before  the  rest”  (viz.) 
Sixteen  days;  But  from  your  letter  to  General  Williams  in- 
closed in  his  — the  General  could  not  think  himself  impowered 
to  give  the  Company  a Furlough  for  the  time  stated  for  which 
reason  your  Petitioners  are  likely  to  be  obliged  to  extend  their 
Tour  of  duty  longer  than  the  other  Troops.

Whether  we  have  any  officer’s  tents  compleated  I am  not 
informed  — The  Deputy  Q.  M.  General  at  N.  London  will

The  representation  from  the  prisoners  on  board  the  British

Should  this  letter  require  an  apology,  it  will  be  found  in 
the  sincere  esteem  I entertain  for  you  personally,  and  in  the 
concern  which  I cannot  but  feel  for  the  public  interest. 

I am  credibly  informed  you  have  accused  Brigadier  General 
Isham  of  crimes  which  affect  him  in  the  highest  degree  both 
as  a citizen  and  a Soldier.  These  charges  have  been  made,  either 
deliberately  and  from  a conviction  of  their  truth,  or  un- 
advisedly in  a moment  of  irritation.  In  the  former  case,  you 
are  no  doubt  prepared  to  substantiate  them  by  the  proper 
evidence,  and  a sense  of  what  is  due  to  public  justice  bids  me 
assure  you  that  an  opportunity  shall  be  afforded  you  for  that 
purpose.  But  if,  as  is  not  improbable,  the  expressions  have 
escaped  you  in  an  unguarded  hour,  I think  I do  not  mistake 
your  character  in  believing  you  will  not  deny  General  Isham  a 
just  reparation;  especially  when  you  reflect  that  he  is  not 
allowed  to  choose  his  own  method  of  obtaining  satisfaction  — * 
Whatever  may  be  his  impressions  with  respect  to  the  solemn 
sanctions  of  those  laws  human  and  divine  which  would  here 
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be  most  rigorously  enforced,  it  is  impossible  he  can  be  in- 
sensible to  the  state  of  public  opinion  in  Connecticut.  If  he 
values  his  reputation  amongst  his  own  citizens,  if  he  regards 
at  all  his  present  peace  or  his  future  prospects,  he  cannot 
select  that  mode  of  redress  which  some  men  of  honour  profess 
to  hold  as  exclusively  appropriate.  You  have  then  before  you 
an  unarmed  victim ! — Will  you  strike,  if  not  at  his  life,  at 
that  which  is  still  dearer  than  life?  — Your  magnanimity, 
Sir,  which  is  not  the  least  of  your  eminent  qualities,  and  the 
respect  you  are  disposed  to  pay  to  the  sentiments  of  a whole 
people  who  would  cheerfully  devote  themselves  to  your 
preservation,  will  furnish  a ready  answer  to  this  question. 
Should  therefore  no  satisfactory  explanations  take  place  I 
must  presume  you  view  the  charges  as  well  founded;  in  which 
event  it  will  become  my  duty  to  institute  a rigid  inquiry. 

I shall  be  gratified  by  a communication  from  you  upon 
this  subject,  of  which  no  other  use  will  be  made  than  such  as 
you  may  explicitly  direct  —

Sir 

My  Aid,  Major  Thos  S Perkins,  the  Bearer  of  this  has 
been  by  me  dispatched  to  you  as  an  Express.  My  reasons  for 
sending  him  are  that  difficulties  have  occurred  in  the  supplies 
furnished  by  the  United  States  & that  those  difficulties  require 
immediate  Redress.  Your  Excellency  will  find  herein  a copy 
of  all  that  part  of  the  Contract  made  by  the  contractor  with 
the  United  States  which  is  material  to  the  present  purpose. 

Under  the  clause  stipulating  to  furnish  Beef  or  pork  the 
contractor  claims  it  to  be  optional  with  him  to  supply  either  — 
Of  course  during  the  whole  tour  of  Duty  the  troops  may  or 
may  not  receive  one  ounce  of  pork.  — It  is  also  claimed  by 
the  contractor  that  the  Supply  of  Cyder  Brandy  is  a compliance 
with  the  contract  to  furnish  Rum,  Whiskey  or  Brandy  & that  % 
Rye  & 34  Wheat  is  a discharge  of  the  obligation  to  supply 
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flour.  — In  addition  to  this  the  provisions  viz,  the  Beef  & 
pork  already  furnished  has  generally  been  miserable  & I shall 
pursue  regular  steps  to  have  the  same  condemned.  It  is  surely  a 
great  hardship  that  the  Militia  & State  Troops  of  Connecticut 
are  to  fare  in  the  manner  in  which  they  have  done  since  the 
United  States  commenced  their  Supplies.  A worse  article  for 
health  than  Cyder  Brandy  was  never  manufactured  & the 
flour  ought  all  of  it  to  be  fine  or  superfine  wheat  flour  & the 
Beef  & Pork  to  be  furnished  in  some  regular  proportion  or 
alternately.  The  process  to  obtain  other  supplies  is  slow  & 
may  not  be  effectual  if  the  contractor  has  a right  to  deliver 
the  articles  as  claimed  by  him  & I see  no  mode  but  to  supply 
the  Troops  by  the  Contractor  of  this  State.  Under  the  present 
supplies  neither  the  militia  nor  state  Troops  are  contented 
& it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  change  their  provision  for 
the  better.  Major  Perkins  will  now  fully  explain  to  your  Ex- 
cellency the  various  difficulties  which  at  present  exist.  Except 
the  dissatisfaction  expressed  by  the  Troops  on  account  of  the 
provision  not  a murmur  is  heard.  Lieu1  Col  Shepherd  has  also 
thought  best  to  write  you  upon  the  subject  & will  probably 
go  more  into  detail  as  he  with  his  officers  are  all  in  Camp  & 
see  all  the  provisions  Supplied 

I have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  the 
paymaster  of  the  United  States  is  in  Town  & is  paying  off 
the  amount  due  to  the  militia  for  their  former  Services  & I 
learn  from  Gen1  I sham  that  the  paymaster  says  that  if  the 
payroll  of  the  present  Troops  is  made  out  for  their  time  of 
service  the  money  shall  be  furnished  & the  men  paid  before 
they  leave  New  London.

Majr  Gen1  Williams  informs  me  that  he  is  about  sending 
a communication  to  your  Excellency  respecting  the  provisions 
delivered  by  the  United  States  Contractor  to  the  troops  sta- 
tioned here,  — I have  tho1  it  my  duty  to  State  to  your  Ex- 
cellency such  facts  as  have  fallen  under  my  own  observation; 
On  the  16th  ins1  the  United  States  commenced  supplying  the 
Troops  — since  which  time  we  have  had  continual  complaints 
respecting  the  provisions  Some  of  which  I inspected  my  self 
were  so  bad  as  in  my  opinion  to  be  seriously  prejudicial  to  the 
health  of  the  Troops.  I ordered  them  out  of  Camp  & recd 
instead  those  of  no  better  and  many  of  the  Messes  were  obliged 
to  thro  away  a part  of  their  provisions  and  of  Course  obliged 
to  dispence  with  their  meals.  Gen1  Williams  has  done  and 
Continues  to  do  every  thing  for  our  accommodation  which 
we  can  ask  or  expect  — but  it  is  not  in  his  power  entirely  to 
remidy  the  evil  While  we  are  assailed  with  complaints  of  bad 
provisions  & know  those  complaints  are  well  grounded  we 
cannot  prosecute  the  important  duties  of  this  campaign  as 
is  & will  be  expected  by  Your  Excellency  — While  the  State 
Contractor  supplied,  we  heard  no  complaint  our  men  were  in 
good  spirits  and  no  difficulty  existed  The  men  have  borne  with 
bad  provision  with  as  little  complaint  as  could  be  expected 
from  men  accostomed  to  their  manner  of  life  but  it  has  been 
continued  so  long  that  the  complaint  grows  serious  & I feel 
that  some  remidy  should  be  applied  — If  the  Exertions  which 
the  Majr  Gen1  is  now  making  should  be  unsuccessful  [ 
remedying  the  evil  we  hope  your  Excellency  will  order  the 
State  Troops  supplied  by  the  State  Contractor.  If  some  pro- 
visional remidy  of  this  kind  could  be  adapted  much  time  of 
the  officers  which  is  now  almost  entirely  devoted  to  the  affairs 
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of  the  Kitchen  might  be  as  is  expected  imployed  in  disiplining 
the  troops  and  in  common  defence

Major  Perkins  has  delivered  me  your  despatches  under 
date  of  yesterday  — I exceedingly  regret  the  uneasiness  ex- 
pressed by  our  troops  at  the  supplies  furnished  by  the  United 
States,  and  especially  do  I lament  that  there  should  be  any 
solid  ground  of  discontent  — It  has  hitherto  been  my  earnest 
endeavour  and  is  now  my  ardent  wish  that  the  men  should 
be  rendered  in  every  respect  as  comfortable  as  their  condition 
and  the  nature  of  the  service  will  allow.  If  the  contractor  does 
not  fulfill  his  engagements  according  to  their  fair  import,  a 
remedy  is  provided.  It  is  pointed  out  in  his  covenant  and 
should  be  resorted  to  without  hesitation  or  delay.  You  will 
doubtless  consider  it  your  duty  to  cause  a survey  of  the  pro- 
visions to  be  made  pursuant  to  the  method  directed  in  the 
contract.  In  this  measure  I trust  Gen1  Burbeck  will  cooperate 
with  you.  He  must  see  the  indispensable  necessity,  if  the  service 
is  to  continue,  of  silencing  all  well  grounded  complaints  — 
As  the  U.  States  have  commenced  the  supplies  it  is  not  in 
my  power  to  interfere  by  directing  issues  from  our  commissary. 
The  inevitable  consequence  of  such  a step  would  be  to  subject 
the  state  to  the  whole  expense  without  the  hope  of  indemnity 
— a measure  which  I could  not  justify.  I have  the  fullest  con- 
fidence that  Gen1  Burbeck  will  take  care  that  no  injustice  is 
done  to  the  men,  and  in  your  prudence  and  caution  I place 
the  utmost  reliance  — 
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A majority  of  the  Council  will  be  at  New  Haven  next 
tuesday  week.  I shall  also  attend  and  will  then  consult  with

The  inhabitants  in  Saugatuck  and  Greensfarms  were  very 
much  alarm’d  with  the  appearance  of  the  Enemy’s  Ships  on 
the  Evening  of  the  8th  Inst,  when  by  the  advice  of  some  of 
the  prinipal  people  Capn  Bennett  call’d  out  a part  of  the 
Company  under  his  command  & gave  me  immediate  informa- 
tion of  the  fact  — I have  this  day  visited  that  quarter  of  the 
town  to  satisfy  myself  of  the  situation  of  the  Enemy  — I 
found  the  Ships  about  10  or  12  Miles  below  Saugatuck  harbour 
— one  at  anchor  the  other  underway  and  standing  in  for  the 
North  shore  — She  very  soon  ran  in  behind  a point  of  land  and 
commenc’d  a fire  which  lasted  a few  minutes  — have  not 
learnt  the  occasion  — I found  the  Inhabitants  in  great  con- 
sternation insisting  that  something  must  be  done  for  them  — I 
accordingly  order’d  Captain  Bennitt  to  divide  his  Company 
into  squads  and  to  keep  a guard  for  the  present  — The  Enemy

We  are  very  much  in  want  of  some  Field  Ordnance  in  this 
place  and  Saugatuck  — The  2-6s  one  at  Saugatuck  & the  other 
at  this  place  will  answer  the  purpose  if  we  can  be  permitted 
to  mount  them  — they  can  be  mounted  in  a very  economical 
manner  not  to  cost  say  to  exceed  $90  each  — we  are  provided 
with  Amunition  but  no  means  of  using  it  should  occasion 
require  — I have  thought  it  advisable  to  order  a Sergeants 
guard  at  Blackrock  and  at  McKensey’s-point  in  this  Society 
to  keep  a look  out  and  give  the  Alarm  should  the  Enemy

Your  letter  of  yesterday  by  express  is  received  I commend 
your  promptitude  in  giving  me  this  early  information  of  the 
operations  of  the  enemy  — The  inhabitants  on  the  maritime 
frontier  are  no  doubt  under  great  consternation  at  these  hostile 
movements,  Every  prudent  measure  in  my  power  shall  be 
cheerfully  adopted  to  allay  their  apprehensions.  It  is  however 
my  opinion  that  as  no  disposition  has  yet  been  manifested  to 
commit  depredations  on  land,  I cannot  be  justified  in  keeping 
up  a stationary  force  in  the  several  towns  on  the  Sea-board  — 
The  object  of  the  enemy  is  evidently  to  interrupt  or  destroy  our 
navigation  by  siezing  every  vessel  within  their  reach  — 
Prudence  would  require  our  citizens,  as  I early  apprized  them, 
to  draw  their  shipping  of  every  kind  as  far  from  hostile  ap- 
proach as  possible,  and  leave  those  who  will  adventure  their 
property  on  the  sound  to  incur  the  risque  & hazard  of  their 
own  presumption  — It  is  impossible  for  the  state  to  protect 
our  maritime  commerce  by  militia  — Under  this  view  the 
Council  have  advised  that  no  troops  be  stationed  west  of 
Saybrook,  unless  a new  character  shall  be  given  to  the  war  — 
Perceiving  no  alteration  at  present  in  the  system  of  the  enemy, 
from  any  intelligence  as  yet  received  I feel  myself  bound  to 
conform  to  this  advice  — Accordingly  it  will  not  be  expected 
that  the  militia  are  to  be  called  into  the  field  upon  every  ap- 
pearance of  a hostile  vessel  on  the  coast  — And  it  is  hoped  our 
officers  will  exercise  with  great  caution  the  powers  vested  in 
them  by  the  statute  — They  will  not  draw  out  the  force  under 
their  command  except  in  case  of  actual  invasion  or  unless  un- 
equivocally indicate  such  to  he  the  intention  of  this  they  must 
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in  the  first  instance  be  the  judges  — I trust  I shall  be  early 
notified  of  any  alteration  in  the  course  hitherto  pursued  by  the 
enemy  — In  which  event  no  effort  on  my  part  will  be  unem- 
ployed to  protect  the  lives  & property  of  our  fellow  citizens  — 
On  the  subject  of  countermanding  the  order  for  a detach- 
ment from  your  brigade  I have  to  observe  — that  it  has  become 
absolutely  necessary  to  relieve  the  troops  at  N.  London  — 
The  detachment  is  small  and  the  towns  on  the  coast  exempted

Your  communication  by  Mr  Beers  is  received  — In  answer 
I must  refer  you  generally  to  a despatch  forwarded  on  the  9th 
instant  to  Brigadier  Gen1  Foote  by  the  return  of  his  Express.  I 
cannot  perceive  by  the  intelligence  now  received  that  there 
is  a clear  indication  of  a disposition  in  the  enemy  to  commence 
a system  of  depredation  on  the  land  — Whenever  such  a design 
shall  manifest  itself  corresponding  measures  must  be  adopted 
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as  far  as  our  means  will  allow  — Important  powers  are  dele- 
gated to  our  military  officers  by  the  Statute  — they  should 
be  exercised  with  great  prudence  & sound  discretion  — On  the 
one  hand  the  lives  & habitations  of  our  citizens  are  to  be  pro- 
tected at  every  hazard  — on  the  other,  the  militia  are  not  to 
be  called  into  the  field  when  there  is  no  actual  invasion  or 
when  circumstances  do  not  unequivocally  indicate  such  to  he  the 
intention  — Of  these  circumstances  the  proper  officers  on  the 
spot  must  in  the  first  instance  be  the  judges  — I doubt  not 
you  have  acted  according  to  your  best  judgment  — You  will

— 1 Sergeant,  1 Corporal  & 9 privates  from  the  7 Brigade  — 2

whole,  non  commissioned  officers  & privates  as  returned  to 
me  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  several  Brigades  — 32  privates 
of  Infantry  & 6 non  Commissioned  officers  & 16  privates  — 1 
Sergeant  & 1 Corporal  of  the  Matross. 

Those  constitute  all  the  absentees  as  returned  but  I find 
that  the  Brigade  majors  who  mustered  the  detachments  from 
the  respective  Brigades,  did  not  forward  to  me  all  the  names 
detached  & in  other  instances  excused  and  in  others  accepted 
of  Substitutes  which  were  altogether  incapable  of  performing 
the  duty  belonging  to  them. 

I wish  some  measures  could  be  taken  to  repeal  the  law 
regarding  the  substitution  of  one  soldier  for  another;  unless 
done  by  the  approbation  of  the  Commanding  officer  of  the 
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detachment:  this  makes  more  difficulty  than  will  at  first  be 
imagined  — Your  friendly  hint  regarding  a part  of  the  detach- 
ment has  been  duly  noticed  — it  had  occurred  to  me  before 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  & measures  were  taking  to  alter  their

Captain  General  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
The  subscribers  having  been  appointed  by  the  Field  Staff  & 
Commissioned  Officers  on  duty  at  this  Cantonment,  a com- 
mittee to  represent  to  the  Captain  General  the  inconveniences 
which  they  and  the  men  under  their  command,  actually  ex- 
perience, & those  which  they  have  reason  to  apprehend,  beg 
leave  most  respectfully  to  shew, 

That  the  Troops  in  this  Cantonment  are  willing  to  support 
to  the  utmost,  all  the  evils  & hardships  incident  to  a state  of 
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warfare  and  actual  service,  yet  the  committee  trust  that  it 
never  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut, 
when  the  Law  for  raising  the  Military  Corps  passed,  to  subject 
this  Corps,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  burthens  either  unnecessary 
or  grievous  — the  Committee  speaking  in  behalf  of  their 
Brother  Officers  & fellow  soldiers  would  not  be  understood  to 
complain  — but  to  represent  that  the  manner  in  which  they 
are  now  quartered,  is  a subject  on  which  they  feel  bound  to 
make  a representation  to  the  Captain  General  — The  tents 
furnished  for  the  Troops  are  of  tow  cloth,  & are  badly  con- 
structed — in  addition  to  this  the  season  is  so  far  advanced 
that,  to  troops  unaccustomed  to  lodging  on  the  ground,  some 
hardship  does  result  from  cold  & rain  — the  arms  cannot  be 
kept  securely  from  the  w^eather,  and  are  in  consequence, 
much,  & often  out  of  repair  — The  troops  ask  for  quarters,  at 
this  season,  where  they  may  shelter  themselves,  their  arms  & 
ammunition  from  the  weather  — the  Committee  would  ask 
of  the  Captain  General  whether  means  may  not  be  immedi- 
ately taken  for  the  removal  of  the  troops  into  better  quarters. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  state  to  the  Captain 
General  that  the  Officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Military  Corps 
who  were  on  duty  in  this  Cantonment,  previous  to  the  arrival 
of  the  detachment  now  here,  were  dismissed  and  sent  to  their 
homes  without  being  paid  off  — the  Officers  and  soldiers  in 
this  Cantonment,  regard  that  fact  as  a grievance,  & beg  leave 
to  inquire  whether  the  same  fate  awaits  them,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  time  for  which  they  have  been  detached.  The 
officers  & soldiers  now  on  duty  here,  have  ever  supposed  when  a 
term  of  service  was  limited,  & the  time  when  it  would  expire 
was  well  known,  that  provision  for  paying  off  the  troops  would 
be  made,  & that  wages  would  be  paid  as  soon  as  service  was 
accomplished;  & they  cherish  a hope  that  in  so  judging  they 
have  not  deceived  themselves  — 

The  committee  in  the  name  & behalf  of  their  Brother 
Officers  & Fellow-soldiers  ask  the  liberty  of  making  one  further 
inquiry  is  the  Military  Corps  to  be  subject  hereafter  to  detach- 
ment & drafts  in  such  a manner  as  to  bring  a proportion  of  the 
Privates  of  the  Companies  into  the  field,  & leave  the  remaining 
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part  at  their  homes  — It  has  been  the  opinion  of  many  officers 
& soldiers  that  detachments  would  not  be  made  from  the 
Privates  of  these  Companies.  The  Officers  and  Soldiers  are 
willing  to  believe  that  there  is  reason  for  the  making  of  this

Sir , 

As  the  military  force  of  this  State  now  at  New  London 
will  probably  soon  be  dismissed  from  that  service,  I shall  want 
instructions  what  disposition  to  make  of  the  public  property 
such  as  horses,  waggons,  arms,  ammunition,  tents,  camp 
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equipage  of  every  kind  &c,  that  will  be  then  left  there.  — No 
part  of  the  expence  of  any  of  these  articles  is  included  in  the 
bills  which  I have  sent  on  to  the  war  department  excepting 
for  the  horses,  waggons,  and  a small  part  of  the  camp  equipage, 
such  as  cooking  utensils  provided  when  the  Militia  were  first 
ordered  there,  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  or  three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars; — all  of  which  (the  muskets  excepted)  will, 
in  my  apprehension,  eventually  be  a proper  charge  against 
the  National  government.  — Permit  me  to  suggest  to  your 
Excellency  the  expediency  of  sending  the  muskets  some  few 
miles  from  N.  London  where  they  can  be  thoroughly  cleaned 
and  repaired,  and  where  they  may  remain  untill  circumstances 
shall  render  a different  disposition  of  them  necessary; — -the 
field  artillery,  excepting  the  two  pieces  attached  to  the  Matross 

company  there,  ought  in  my  opinion,  also  to  be  removed; 

as  well  as  the  ammunition,  unless  some  arrangement  should  be 
made  with  the  commandinding  officer  of  the  National  troops 
to  receive  it  into  their  magazine  as  the  property  of  the  United 
States.  — 

I have  had  sundry  bills  of  expence  presented  me  by  different 
Brigade  Inspectors  for  money  paid  out  to  procure  expresses 
to  send  to  the  several  Regiments  in  their  respective  brigades, 
and  in  some  instances  charges  for  their  own  personal  services, 
when  detachments  have  been  ordered  into  service; — also 
bills  for  expresses  sent  by  military  officers  along  the  sea-board,

2nd  Reg*,  in  the  Summer  they  enlisted  into  the  service  of  the, 
United  States  & are  both  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  Forts  on 
this  Station.  — 

Freeman  Studley  of  the  same  Reg*  & Company  in  the 
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State  Corps  enlisted  into  the  United  States  service  a short 
time  before  the  order  was  issued  for  the  detachment  of  that 
part  of  the  State  Corps  now  on  duty  here,  he  was  mach’d  to 
New  London  in  his  Company  as  a Private  & after  his  arrival 
was  apprehended  in  New  London  by  the  officer  who  enlisted 
him  into  the  United  States  service  & is  now  in  Fort  Trumbull” 
Your  Excellency  will  doubtless  recollect  that  it  was  thought 
to  be  adviseable  that  the  troops  should  be  furnished  with  the 
article  of  Potatoes  after  the  U.  S.  Contractor  began  his  issues 
of  rations,  & which  they  were  not  liable  to  furnish;  in  conse- 
quence of  which  they  have  been  supplied  & I am  responsible 
for  payment  of  them,  the  late  assistant  State  Commissary

Lieut.  Col.  Sanford’s  statement  relative  to  the  men  belong- 
ing to  the  state  troops  who  have  enlisted  into  the  Service  of  the 
United  States  deserves  a serious  consideration.  I shall  lay  the 
subject  before  the  Council  early  in  the  approaching  Session, 
and  will  apprize  you  of  the  result  — 

It  was  my  expectation  & that  of  the  council  that  our  Com- 
missary Genl  would  continue  to  supply  the  troops  with  the 
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article  of  potatoes  even  after  Subsistence  should  be  assumed 
by  the  U.  States.  I am  not  sure  that  written  instructions  were 
delivered  to  Col.  Ward  upon  that  point  particularly;  but  I 
am  apprehensive  he  will  recognize  the  supply  as  falling  within 
his  department.  Some  arrangement  will  undoubtedly  be  made 
at  the  ensuing  session  of  the  legislature  relative  to  those  ex- 
penditures which  may  not  be  in  the  first  instance  strictly 
chargeable  to  the  U.  S.  — And  I cannot  bring  myself  to  doubt 
the  Gen1  government  will  ultimately  pay  for  an  article  so 
essential  to  the  health  & comfort  of  the  men. 

I have  felt  much  anxiety  for  our  troopte  during  the  late 
excessive  rains.  Those  in  tents  must  have  been  much  exposed, 
and  I shall  be  truly  happy  to  learn  that  they  have  escaped 
uninjured. 

As  I propose  to  be  at  N.  Haven  next  week  it  will  gratify 
me  to  receive  a communication  relative  to  the  state  of  affairs

As  the  annual  return  now  forwarded  is  incomplete,  I wish 
your  excellency  at  the  close  of  the  session  would  return  it  to 
me,  Sc  as  soon  as  I am  possessed  of  the  returns  from  the  several 
brigades,  I will  complete  Sc  forward  a sett  for  you  — In  obedi- 
ence to  your  direction  I have  called  on  the  respective  brigadiers 
for  a return  of  those  who  have  been  detached,  & have  refused 
or  neglected  to  obey  the  order  - — these  returns  have  not 
been  received. 

I have  as  yet  recd  no  returns  from  the  volunteers  as  to  their

Cyrus  Day  a captain  in  the  21st  regiment  of  militia  within 
your  division  has  applied  to  me,  in  the  absence  of  his  Brigadier 
General  for  a discharge  from  military  duty  — I have  referred 
him  to  his  Major  General  — In  addition  to  the  reasons  urged 
in  his  application,  I am  informed  by  the  representatives  from 
that  town  there  is  another  ground  too  delicate  for  Capt.  Day 
to  mention  — It  is  said  his  military  talents  are  not  such  as 
entitled  him  to  promotion  — that  there  is  a vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Major  in  the  regiment  and  that  altho’  capt.  Day  has 
the  claim  in  point  of  seniority,  there  is  little  or  no  chance  for 
his  appointment  by  the  legislature  — I am  desired  to  suggest 
these  circumstances  for  your  consideration  — without  pre- 
tending to  dictate  or  advise,  I feel  assured  you  will  decide 
correctly  — 

I have  just  received  a communication  from  a committee 
appointed  by  the  field  & commissioned  officers  of  the  State 
troops  at  New  London,  dated  29th  Sept,  last  representing 
that  their  tents  prove  a very  incompetent  shelter  at  this 
inclement  season  and  earnestly  requesting  more  suitable 
accommodations  — Also  expressing  their  fears  that  the  wages 
of  the  officers  & men  would  not  be  paid  at  the  close  of  their  term 
of  Service  — The  first  ground  of  complaint  I am  credibly 
informed  has  been  since  removed  and  that  the  troops  are  now 
in  comfortable  quarters  — Should  this  not  be  the  case  I trust 
that  Gen1  Burbeck  or  some  other  officer  or  agent  of  the  U.  S. 
on  that  ground  will  see  that  immediate  provision  is  made  for 
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this  purpose.  I also  hope  there  will  be  no  delay  in  the  payment 
of  the  wages.  There  will  assuredly  be  the  less  excuse  for  such 
delay  from  the  circumstance  that  the  service  is  limited  to  a 
certain  period.

provided  and  that  the  troops  are  now  in  comfortable  quarters.

Every  effort  on  my  part  gentlemen  will  be  employed  to 
insure  a punctual  payment  of  the  wages  due  the  detachment 
at  the  close  of  their  term  of  service.

The  State  Corps  on  their  first  arrival  ware  furnished  with 
Tents  where  they  remained  untill  the  severity  of  the  weather 
induced  me  to  provide  Quarters  for  them  in  private  houses, 
where  they  now  remain  — 

Cap1  Day  has  never  made  any  application  to  me  for  a dis- 
misal  — whenever  such  application  is  made  I hope  to  decide 
it  with  impartiality,  and  to  consult  at  the  same  time  the  best 
good  of  the  Militia  of  my  Division  — The  Troops  have  been 
uniformly  supplied  with  potatoes  which  I ventured  to  furnish 
as  I considered  them  an  indispensable  article  for  the  health  & 
comfort  of  the  men,  I am  happy  that  for  the  measure  I have 
the  sanction  of  your  Excellency.  The  Health  of  the  Troops 
has  been  generally  good  & their  conduct  very  Correct  — as

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That  in  obedience  to  an  other  order  or  resolve  of  the 
General  Assembly  passed  at  the  same  Session  measures  have 
been  taken  to  ascertain  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  old 
iron  ordnance  there  is  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  which 
h&s  not  been  in  use  since  the  Revolutionary  war.  — There  are 
at  Stonington  point  Seven  nine  pounders  and  two  68;  — Say- 
brook  one  nine  and  one  four;  — Killingworth  two  fours;  — 
Guilford  one  six;  — Branford  one  six;  — New  Haven  one

charracter,  & warmly  attached  to  the  Interests  of  the  State,  & 
is  ready  to  defend  them  against  any  Enemy  but  his  native 
Country,  & even  as  to  that  Enemy  his  fidelity  to  the  State 
cannot  be  doubted,  but  prudence  requires  that  he  should  not 
incur  the  hazard  of  being  taken  in  arms  against  them  — Mr 
Wells  was  about  to  decline  accepting  the  Office  to  which  he 
was  chosen,  but  upon  my  representing  to  him,  that  possibly 
your  Excelly  might  give  him  some  assurance  that  in  the  event 
of  the  Company s being  called  into  service  against  the  Enemy

Yours  of  3d  instant  from  New  Haven  I received  the  day 
after  its  date  at  New  London;  — - while  there,  I call’d  on  Gem1 
Burbeck  to  see  if  he  would  order  the  property  or  any  part 
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thereof  which  had  been  procured  by  this  State  at  that  port, 
to  be  received  by  a national  agent  as  the  property  of  the 
United  States;  — this  he  wholly  declined;  — I accordingly 
directed  Mr  Goddard  to  make  sale  of  the  horses,  waggons, 
boats  &c  to  the  best  advantage  at  his  discretion.  — 

On  my  return  this  day  I saw  Col°  Buell,  and  a copy  of  the 
Resolve  directing  a new  proof  of  the  Pittsfield  guns,  with  your 
Excellency’s  appointment  of  him  for  that  purpose;  — he  will 
not  be  able  to  make  the  proof  and  necessary  inspection,  with- 
out having  them  at  his  shop;  — I have  made  arrangements 
to  get  them  there.  — 

I have  sent  Judge  Griffin  an  order  to  take  one  of  the  six 
pounders  at  N.  London  for  the  volunteer  corps  at  Guilford; 
as  one  out  of  the  three  ought  to  be  removed  from  thence,  two 
being  as  many  as  that  matross  company  will  be  able  to  manage ; 
and  as  Capt  Jewett’s  company  would  consider  it  a death  blow 
to  have  one  of  their  pieces  taken  from  them,  I thought  this 
to  be  the  best  calculation,  and  hope  it  will  be  approbated.  — I 
have  heard  what  Capt  Jewett’s  fealings  are  respecting  this, 
since  I conversed  with  your  Excellency  on  the  same  subject.  — 
As  to  the  old  iron  ordnance  along  the  coast,  no  better  mode 
for  its  examination  and  preservation  has  as  yet  occurred  to  me 
than  to  send  some  trusty  man  with  a waggon  to  carry  powder 
and  ball  fitted  to  the  various  calibers  of  the  pieces,  with  strong 
iron  scrapers,  and  other  instruments  to  clear  out,  and  get  of 
the  rust  from  the  inside,  and  those  that  will  stand  severe  proof, 
lay  on  blocks,  or  stone  considerably  raised  from  the  ground,

Your  favour  of  the  6th  instant  from  Hartford  has  been 
duly  received  — I entirely  approve  of  the  arrangements  you 
have  made  respecting  the  public  property  at  New  London  and 
also  of  the  course  taken  to  supply  the  volunteers  at  Guilford 
with  ordnance  — 

After  despatching  my  letter  of  the  3rd  instant,  on  a con- 
sultation with  the  Council,  Col.  Buel  of  Marlborough  was 
designated  to  execute  the  resolve  of  Assembly  relative  to  the 
Pittsfield  arms  — It  may  be  well,  as  you  propose,  to  bring 
the  arms  lately  at  N.  London  to  his  shop  for  proof  & inspection 
inasmuch  as  they  will  be  so  far  on  their  way  to  the  arsenal. 
But  according  to  my  present  impressions  I cannot  think  it 
expedient  to  transport  those  at  Hartford  to  Marlborough.  The 
trouble  & expense  will  be  considerable,  and  surely  it  will  be 
in  the  power  of  Col.  Buel  to  find  suitable  accommodations  at 
Hartford  — The  resolve  is  silent  on  the  subject  of  cleaning  & 
putting  the  arms  in  repair  which  shall  have  sustained  the 
requisite  proof  — This  will  therefore  fall  within  the  province 
of  the  Q.  M.  General,  and  possibly  you  will  think  it  adviseable 
to  employ  Col.  Buel  for  that  purpose. 

Your  observations  relative  to  the  examination  proof  & 
preservation  of  the  iron  cannon  on  the  coast  are  in  my  view 
correct.  I must  consequently  request  you  to  carry  the  inten- 
tions of  the  legislature  into  effect  as  speedily  as  your  other 
official  duties  will  permit  — a copy  of  the  resolution  is  sub- 
joined — will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  furnish  me  if  attainable 
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without  inconveniencing,  with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  war

Sir , 

The  term  for  which  the  present  guard  at  Fort  Fenwick 
was  ordered  out  has  nearly  expired,  and  it  appears  that  the 
inclement  weather  of  the  season  does  not  deter  the  Enemy  from 
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approaching  our  Shores  in  Ships  and  Boats.  We  have  for  a 
number  of  days  past,  been  more  menaced  by  the  Enemy,  than 
for  some  time  previous  — 

It  seems  they  have  added  to  their  number  of  shipping  on 
this  Station,  one  or  two  Ships,  one  Brig  and  a three  masted 
Lugger  calculated  for  shoal  water,  and  to  row  with  about 
Sixty  oars  — This  Boat  with  a Ship  and  Brig  were  near  us 
yesterday  — chased  several  Sloops  to  the  westward,  one  or 
two  of  which 'ran  into  the  shoal  water  near  Killingworth,  and 
were  protected  by  the  usual  force  at  that  place  viz  Cap1  Bray, 
company  of  artillery  and  the  Militia  — 

Your  Excellency  is  aware  that  Cap1  Jewetts  two  Brass 
pieces  are  kept  about  seven  miles  from  the  fort,  and  we  do 
not  count  on  them  as,  any  way  useful  to  us  in  sudden  attacks  — 

We  would  also  beg  leave  to  remark  that  the  artillery  now 
on  the  fort  is  not  of  that  useful  description  which  is  deemed 
necessary  ~ indeed  we  think  there  should  be  added  at  least 
two  twelve  pounders,  to  present  any  thing  formidable  to  the 
Enemy.  The  old  Six  pounder  which  was  brought  from  Ston- 
ington  will  not  do  much  execution,  untill  it  can  be  bored  out  — 

From  accounts  and  appearances,  the  war  is  to  assume  a 
more  rigorous  aspect,  and  we  have  reason  to  expect  something 
more  unpleasant,  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place  under  existing 
circumstances,  feel  themselves  peculiarly  exposed  to  the 
dangers  incident  to  the  present  war,  and  not  receiving  pro- 
tection from  the  United  States  are  compelled  to  trouble  your 
Excellency.  They  are  happy  to  realize,  that  they  apply  to  one, 
who  has  manifested  a paternal  solicitude  for  their  defence. 

If  this  guard  should  be  dismissed,  and  none  ordered  to 
take  their  place,  we  shall  consider  ourselves  to  be  as  much 
exposed  as  at  any  former  period,  unless  the  weather  should 
become  uncommonly  cold  — at  present,  the  weather  is  favor- 
ably for  the  Enemy’s  operations. 

We  look  to  your  Excellency  for  that  protection,  which  in 
your  Excellency’s  opinion  may  be  necessary  And  in  behalf  of 
the  [Inhabitants  of  this  place,

Sir  — . 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislator  at  New-Haven  — 
I had  the  honor  of  making  some  verbal  communications  tp 
your  Excellency  — relating  to  the  attack  on  this  place  on  the, 
27th  of  Sep*  — Since  that  time  we  have  not  been  molested  by 
the  Enemy  untill  the  24th  Instant  when  we  sustained  an  attack 
second  to  none  that  has  been  made  since  the  war  commenced 
by  the  Enemy  on  the  Sea  Board  — Hampton  Excepted.  — It 
having  fell  to  my  lot,  to  take  the  commanding  part  in  the 
attack  I have  thought  It  expedient  to  transmit  to  your  Ex- 
cellency the  result  — a more  Effectual  measure  relating  to  the 
defence  of  a point  so  Peculiarly  favorable  tp  the  attack  of  the 
Enemy  may  be  thought  necessary  — 

On  Wednesday  the  24th  Instant  — about  2 OClock 
P.M.  a Sloop  from  Sag  Harbour  was  driven  into  our  Harbour 
by  the  Enemy  - — at  3 — Two  of  the  Enemys,  armed  Vessels  a 
Ship  and  Brig,  names  unknown  anchored  abrest  of  the  Harbor 
much  nearer  the  Bar  than  any  which  before  have  visited  us  — 
Cap*  Saunders  of  this  place  was  at  this  time  at  the  Pier,  with 
his  Sloop  loaded  for  New  York  — soon  after  the  ship  came  to 
anchor  — they  commenced  a heavy  cannonading  on  us  In  all 
Directions  — It  being  uncertain  whither  the  Enemy  would 
make  an  attempt  to  destroy  the  Vessels  in  the  Harbor  with 
their  Boats,  or  to  get  Possession  of. the  Point  the  east  side  of 
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the  Harbor  — — In  order  to  completely  frustrate  either  of 
those  Designs  — one  of  the  Brass  six  Pounders  belonging  to 
the  company  under  my  command  was  Stationed  some  distance 
below  the  Vessels  Lying  in  the  Channel  — under  the  command 
of  Lieu1  Elliott  covered  from  the  fire  of  the  ships  by  a high 
beach  — in  a Position  to  destroy  the  boats  of  the  Enemy  •— 
in  case  they  should  make  an  attempt  on  the  Vessels  — and 
cover  the  retreat  of  the  other  Six  Pounder  if  such  an  event 
should  be  necessary  — with  which  I advanced  to  the  east  point 
of  the  Harbor,  accompanyed  with  such  of  the  Citizens  as  had 
Volenteered  with  their  muskets.  — We  were  protected  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Harbor  from  the  fire  of  the  Ships  by  a high  Bank 
and  Rocks.  — This  position  gave  us  full  command  of  the  shore 
east  of  the  Harbour  — An  Iron  3 pounder  maned  by  a number 
of  spirited  Volunteers  — was  taken  in  Boats  across  the  west 
side  of  the  Channel  and  took  an  advantageous  position  to  de- 
fend the  Vessels  at  the  Pier  — In  this  situation  we  remained 
during  the  day  — The  Enemy  commenced  the  attack  about  3 
OClock  P.M.  — and  continued  it  untill  Sunset  — They  made 
two  advances  with  their  Boats  towards  the  Vessels  in  the 
Channel  — but  the  smell  of  American  Gun  Powder  soon  con- 
vinced them  that  their  voyage  would  prove  an  unhealthy  one 
— they  did  not  proceed  far  from  the  ship.  — finding  that  the 
Enemy  would  not  risk  their  Boats  in  the  Harbor  — we  turned 
our  Artillery  on  the  Brig  which  lay  nearest  in  — perceiveing 
however  that  we  could  do  the  enemy  no  essential  damage  — *- 
we  having  no  metal  heavyer  than  our  Six  Pounders,  which  we 
had  to  elevate  very  much  — we  did  not  continue  our  fire  any 
further  than  was  necessary  to  convince  the  Enemy  that  we 
were  not  to  be  driven  from  our  position  — The  Enemy  re- 
mained in  their  Position  untill  5 OClk  A.M — of  the  25th  when 
they  left  the  Harbor  — 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  25th  a Sloop  was  chased  in  by  the 
Brig  but  the  enemy  did  not  follow  her  — a shot  from  one  of 
the  Six  Pounders  was  fired  at  her  as  she  passed  the  Harbor 
without  effect  — How  much  execution  has  been  done  by  our 
Artillery  is  unknown  — On  our  part  I am  happy  in  haveing  it 
in  my  power  to  say,  no  lives  were  lost  which  can  be  ascribed 
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alone  to  the  Directing  hand  of  Providence,  for  the  ground  all 
around  us  is  Litterally  plowed  in  furrows  by  the  enemys  shot. 
— about  thirty  of  them  have  been  dug  up  since  the  engagement 
mostly  in  the  meadow  in  our  rear  — Those  found  are  9-12  — 
and  18  pound  shot  — one  shot  passed  directly  over  the  Brass 
piece  at  the  point  — struck  the  ground  about  one  yard  from 
the  forward  feet  of  the  team  which  were  tackeled  to  the  Lim- 
bers of  the  piece  a little  in  our  rear.  — 

Much  credit  is  due  those  of  the  Citizens  who  Volunteered 
their  servace  in  manageing  the  Artillery  — and  also  with  smal 
arms,  in  an  employment  so  peculiarly  Dangerous,  by  their 
Patriotic  exertions  the  lives  and  property  of  their  fellow  Citi- 
zens have  been  saved  in  the  Hour  of  danger  — this  is  also  the 
second  occasion  in  which  thoes  who  volenteered  their  servace 
with  the  Iron  3 pounder  on  the  west  side  of  the  Harbor  have 
rendered  Important  servace  to  their  Country  —

From  the  very  favourable  reports  made  to  me  concerning 
the  late  squadron  of  State  Cavalry  I should  be  exceedingly 
desirous  of  accepting  any  part  of  them  as  cavalry  in  the  re- 
organization of  the  militia  — But  this  seems  difficult  if  not 
impossible  when  it  is  considered  that  we  have  already  a Super- 
abundance of  cavalry  & that  the  commander  in  chief  is  even 
required  to  reduce  the  present  eight  regiments  to  five  & ulti- 
mately to  four  — Under  these  circumstances  I have  entere- 
tained  a hope  that  the  late  squadron  of  which  your  troop  com-

Your  letter  of  the  25th  ultimo  did  not  reach  me  till  this 
day,  owing  it  is  said  to  an  interruption  in  the  eastern  mail  — I 
regret  that  the  guard  at  Saybrook  was  not  detached  for  a 
longer  period,  altho’  the  order  issued  in  conformity  to  the 
wishes  of  the  gentlemen  who  made  the  application.  If  your 
letter  had  arrived  in  due  season  I should  instantly  have  com- 
plied with  your  request  by  directing  a new  detachment.  The 
weather  however  has  now  become  so  severe  that  I flatter  my- 
self the  measure  is  unnecessary.  Still  if  there  is  evident  danger 
of  an  attack  let  any  proper  officer  of  the  militia,  according  to 
the  provision  of  the  Statute,  call  out  a sufficient  force  immedi- 
ately and  apprize  me  of  it  by  express.  While  on  the  one  hand  I 
would  not  incur  a needless  expense,  on  the  other  I am  heartily 
inclined  to  afford  you  the  requisite  protection  as  far  -as  the 
means  are  at  my  disposal  — 

I concur  with  you  in  opinion  that  one  twelve  pounder  at 
least  ought  to  be  placed  at  Fort  Fenwick  — According  to  a 
resolve  of  the  Assembly  I have  ordered  the  iron  ordnance  at 
Stonington  to  be  examined  & proved.  If  a gun  of  the  above  de-

His  Excellency  GovT  Smith , 

Sir , 

Yours  of  12th  ult°  did  not  come  to  hand  untill  the  27th,  at 
which  time  I was  confined  to  my  bed  by  sickness,  a short  but 
very  severe  attack  of  the  Cholera  morbus;  I am  now  nearly 
recovered,  and  came  here  yesterday  to  attend  the  session  of 
our  County  Court;  — where  or  how  this  letter  could  have  been 
so  long  delayed  is  to  me  unaccountable.  — 

I had  no  idea  of  having  any  more  of  the  Pittsfield  arms 
carried  to  Col°  Buell’s  shop  at  Marlborough  for  proof  and 
repair,  than  those  at  New  London;  — those  will  make  him 
employment  the  principal  part  of  the  winter  unless  he  hires 
considerable  assistance,  — I earnestly  hope  and  expect  that 
when  he  has  completed  them,  he  will  be  able  to  satisfy  your 
Excellency  and  the  Legislature  that  it  will  be  unnecessary  to 
proceed  any  farther;  — I had  made  arrangements  with  Col° 
Buell  previous  to  my  letter  of  the  6th  ult°  to  make  all  necessary 
repairs  upon  the  guns  he  should  prove.  — 

I wrote  to  Sam1  B.  Sherwood  Esqr,  about  the  6th  or  8th  of 
last  month  requesting  him  to  see  if  he  could  get  the  iron  pice 
at  Saugatuck  mounted  in  that  vicinity,  and  what  would  be 
the  probable  expense,  and  give  me  information  by  letter,  as 
soon  as  convenient;  — to  this  I have  received  no  answer,  and 
have  as  yet  taken  no  farther  measures  on  that  subject;  — the 
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people  in  general  along  in  that  quarter  appear  to  have  very 
little  disposition  for  helping  themselves,  but  can  pray  fervently 
to  Hercules.  — 

As  to  the  examination,  proof  &c  of  the  iron  ordnance  along 
the  sea  coast,  my  avocations  are  so  many  and  various,  that  it 
will  be  next  to  impossible  for  me  to  attend  to  it;  — considerable 
time  must  necessarily  be  taken  up,  and  much  more  expense 
incurr’d,  than  what,  in  my  apprehension,  the  Legislature  had 
contemplated;  I must  beg  your  Excellency  to  appoint  some 
other  person  for  this  purpose;  — the  only  real  objection  I have 
to  it  is  the  want  of  time. 

The  proof  adopted  by  the  War  department  for  the  barrels 
of  their  guns,  so  far  as  I have  understood  it,  is  the  eighteenth 
part  of  a pound  of  powder,  (one  ounce  of  which  will  carry  a 
24  lb  shot  80  yards  from  a proved  howit  of  five  and  a half  inch 
caliber)  with  a ball  that  will  fit  the  caliber,  one  wad  of  paper 
below  the  ball  and  another  above,  for  the  first  discharge;  — 
for  the  second  discharge  the  one  and  twentieth  part  of  a pound 
of  powder,  ball  and  wads  as  for  the  first;  — this  information 
has  been  given  me  by  Mr  Whitney  of  New  Haven,  and  presume 
it  is  correct.  — The  same  proof  has  also  been  adopted  by 
Massachusetts,  — proof  masters  appointed  under  authority 
of  law,  sworn  to  a faithful  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  a heavy 
penalty  inflicted  upon  any  manufacturer  of  guns  who  shall 
sell  or  dispose  of  one  which  has  not  sustained  this  proof,  under 
the  hand  of  the  proof  master,  with  his  stamp  on  the  barrel.  — 

I find  much  more  dificulty  in  collecting  the  bills  of  expendi- 
tures in  the  quarter  master  department  than  had  been  anticiT 
pated;  — this  I am  endeavouring  to  do  as  fast  as  possible  to 
enable  me  to  make  a general  statement  to  forward  on  to  the 
seat  of  government;  — it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  me 
to  make  another  journey  to  N.  London  in  a few  days.  —

I have  received  your  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo  and  I cannot 
but  applaud  the  determined  spirit  displayed  by  you  and  the 
other  citizens  of  Killingworth  who  volunteered  under  your 
command,  in  the  various  transactions  to  which  you  refer.  You 
are  all  entitled  not  only  to  thanks  but  a liberal  reward  from 
the  General  Government  for  the  active  & important  Services 
you  have  rendered  in  the  course  of  the  Season.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  regular  muster  rolls  were  not  kept  of  the  men  thus 
employed  from  time  to  time.  For  altho’  you  were  not  called 
out  by  express  command,  your  Services  have  not  been  the 
less  valuable,  nor  can  they  be  otherwise  considered  than  as 
deserving  an  equitable  compensation  from  the  National 
authorities  — 


The  Season  is  now  so  far  advanced  I trust  you  will  meet 
\yith  no  farther  annoyance  during  the  winter  — If  a similar 
State  of  things  should  exist  the  next  summer  I am  clearly  of 
Opinion  some  efficient  measures  ought  to  be  taken  for  your 
protection  — -

His  Excellency  John  Cotton  Smith  EsqT 
Sir , 

I sometime  ago  received  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  this 
state  a number  of  payrolls  & receipt  rolls  &c.  of  the  troops 
which  had  been  out  on  duty  on  the  sea  coast  at  Guilford  and 
that  vicinity,  in  order  for  them  to  get  their  pay.  I immediately 
transmitted  them  to  the  Paymaster  of  this  District,  since  which 
he  has  returned  them  to  me  & will  not  take  any  notice  of  them. 

It  also  devolves  on  me  to  state  to  your  Excellency  that 
the  Paymaster  of  this  District  has  not  paid  the  first  detachment 
of  troops  under  my  command,  although  the  money  has  been 
sent,  and  has  been  in  his  hands  sixty  days.  His  objection  is  that 
the  troops  were  not  inspected  by  Col.  Kingsbury  or  some  other 
officer  commissioned  by  the  United  States.  This  appears  to 
me  a very  trifling  reason.  When  the  troops  first  arrived,  I 
called  on  General  Burbeck,  and  he  requested  me  to  have  them 
inspected  by  one  of  my  Aids  De  Camp.  Col.  Kingsbury  being 
absent.  When  their  terms  of  service  had  expired,  and  the 
muster  rolls  were  made  out,  I again  called  on  General  Burbeck, 
who  again  in  the  absence  of  Col  Kingsbury  approved  of  one 
of  my  Aids  de  camp’s  mustering  them,  which  is  provided  for 
by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  their  being  so  mus- 
tered and  inspected  General  Burbeck  will  give  the  certificate. 
Yet  the  Paymaster  will  not  pay  them  without  some  further 
directions  from  Mr  Brent  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  United 
States  at  Washington.  I have  this  day  written  to  Mr  Brent 
on  this  subject. 

I give  your  Excellency  this  information  that  you  may 
know  the  reason  of  our  troops  not  being  paid  off  which  gives 
great  uneasiness  in  the  first  detachment.  The  second  has  been 
paid.  Application  has  been  made  to  me  by  the  inhabitants  at 
and  near  rope  ferry,  about  five  miles  west  of  this  place,  to  state 
to  your  Excellency  that  there  frequently  comes  in  coasting 
vessels  into  the  harbour,  and  that  they  are  sometimes  annoyed 
by  the  barges  of  the  enemy  who  come  in  to  destroy  them.  They 
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are  anxious  to  defend  themselves  & such  vessels  as  seek  their 
protection,  without  any  expense  to  the  state:  but  have  no  good 
fire  arms.  If  they  can  be  furnished  with  twenty  five  muskets 
or  a field  piece,  (which  would  do  better)  with  powder  & ball, 
they  will  give  a good  receipt  for  them,  to  return  them  again, 
except  what  powder  & ball  may  be  expended  in  their  defence ; 
and  I think  will  make  a good  use  of  them.  I have  no  authority 
to  furnish  them  without  an  order  from  your  Excellency.  They 
will  be  glad  to  know  whither  their  request  meets  your  Excel- 
lencys  approbation.  If  it  does  they  will  expect  an  order  on  me 
to  deliver  them  the  arms  & ammunition  which  your  Excellency 
thinks  sufficient. 

Commodore  Decaturs  squadron  lie  abreast  of  the  town 
where  they  have  been  for  a week.  There  has  been  no  new  move- 
ments of  the  enemy  off  our  harbour  since  our  ships  dropped 
down.  Their  force  now  consists  of  a seventy  four,  [a]  thirty 
eight  gun  frigate,  a sloop  of  war  of  eighteen  guns,  and  a brig  of 
fourteen.  The  two  hostile  squadrons  are  about  six  miles  apart.

Sir , 

I had  the  honor  to  receive  your  Excellency s letter  of  3d 
Ins*  some  days  past.  The  Inhabitants  are  much  gratified  to 
receive  the  assurance,  that  your  Excellency  is  disposed  to  use 
the  means  at  your  command  to  protect  us,  and  that  you  intend 
to  direct  additional  Artillery  to  be  placed  on  Fort  Fenwick 
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before  Spring  — at  the  same  time,  we  think  your  Excellency 
is  not  aware  of  the  danger  to  which  we  are  exposed,  and  the 
necessity  for  heavier  pieces.  I am  clearly  of  opinion,  that  to 
make  effectual  resistance,  there  should  be  at  least  two  long 
eighteen  pounders  and  two  twelves. 

The  last  guard  at  Fort  Fenwick  was  discharged  on  the  1st 
since  which,  except  three  windy  & cold  days,  we  have  been 
continually  menaced  by  the  Enemy  with  their  armed  Vessels 
and  Boats.  The  Borer  Brig  and  the  armed  Lugger,  were  off 
this  harbour  at  day  light  this  morning,  and  are  now  in  sight. 
They  have  a fair  view  of  thirty  sail  of  large  and  small  vessels 
in  this  port,  most  of  them  with  Cargoes  on  board,  some  of 
which  worth  $20,000  — among  them  one  Ship,  two  Brigs,  four 
large  Schooners,  and  many  large  Sloops,  bound  Eastward  s 
westward  — 

These  Vessels  offer  a strong  inducement  to  the  Enemy  to 
attack  us  — We  have  unquestionable  information  from  a num- 
ber of  Prisoners,  who  have  been  landed  by  the  Enemy,  off  New 
London,  that  the  officers  talk  much  of  visiting  this  place  to 
obtain  the  property  on  shore  and  afloat  — So  recently  as  last 
Saturday,  a Cap1  Skidmore  of  New  York,  a very  intelligent, 
and  apparently  sturdy  and  candid  Man,  was  landed  here  — 
He  states,  that  the  officers  enquired  of  him  respecting  the  situa- 
tion and  strength  of  this  Fort,  but  he  could  give  them  no 
information,  having  never  been  here  — He  is  decidedly  of 
opinion,  that  an  attempt  will  be  made  on  us,  this  winter  — He 
heard  them  speak  of  coming  into  the  River  with  the  Borer 
Brig  — 

Certainly  there  is  no  place  on  Long-Island  Sound,  so  easy 
of  access,  and  so  much  exposed  as  this,  and  it  appears  to  me, 
that  some  efficient  means  of  defence  ought  early  to  be  provided 
— the  temptation  by  reason  of  so  many  Vessels  in  port  is  very 
great  — In  cold  and  windy  days,  the  Enemys  Vessels  will  re- 
main at  Anchor,  but  in  moderate  weather  will  be  exercising  - — 

Your  Excellency  will  please  to  observe  that  their  Vessels 
of  War  and  Boats  are  habitually  near  us,  and  that  by  day  light, 
from  the  first  appearance  of  an  attack,  they  may  possess  them- 
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selves  of  the  Fort  and  Town,  within  one  hour,  and  in  the  night 
without  the  smallest  notice  — - (It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that 
Col°  Brainerds  residence  is  20  miles  from  the  Sea  Coast  — 

The  Inhabitants  think  from  the  recent  official  communi- 
cations on  the  subject  of  retaliation  &c,  that  the  War  will  be 
prosecuted  with  increased  rigor,  and  that  our  persons  and 
property  will  be  much  more  exposed  — Indeed  we  feel  ourselves 
to  be  entirely  in  the  power  of  the  Enemy) 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  beg  leave  to  apply  to  your 
Excellency,  for  aid  and  assistance,  and  at  the  same  time,  to 
enquire  whether  any  steps  on  our  part  can  be  taken  to  procure 
the  repair  of  Fort  Fenwick,  and  a sufficient  number  of  enlisted 
Men  to  form  a regular  garrison  — if  this  were  practicable,  as 
we  think  no  doubt  can  exist  of  its  expediency,  it  would  be  very 
desirable) 

Majr  Goddard  directed  the  last  commanding  officer,  to 
take  care  of  the  public  property,  which  except  the  G[uns]  in 
the  Fort,  I believe  has  been  done  — 

I beg  leave  to  remark,  that  we  have  [every]  reason  to  ap- 
prehend that  fresh  provisions  &c,  are  frequently  carried  out 
of  this  River  to  the  Enemy  — a detection  has  not  been  made, 
yet  the  transactions  and  the  persons  concerned  are  many  of 
them  becoming  more  known  and  understood  — In  behalf  of

The  Captain  General  has  examined  the  record  of  proceed- 
ings before  a general  court  Martial,  whereof  Lieut.  Colonel 
Abel  Hall  is  president,  held  at  Stamford  in  the  county  of  Fair- 
field  on  the  eighth  day  of  December  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  in  pursuance  of 
orders  issued  by  the  Brigadier  General  of  the  fourth  brigade, 
for  the  trial  of  David  Hoyt  ensign  of  the  third  company  in  the 
ninth  regiment  of  infantry,  under  arrest  for  disobedience  of 
orders  and  unofficerlike  conduct.  From  which  it  appears  that 
the  accused,  having  been  duly  notified,  refused  or  neglected 
to  attend  the  said  court;  and  thereupon  the  court  proceeded 
to  Sentence  & did  Sentence  the  said  Ensign  David  Hoyt,  the 
arrested  officer,  to  be  cashiered  with  disability  of  ever  hereafter 
holding  a military  commission. 

On  full  consideration  of  the  premises  the  Captain  General 
has  thought  proper  to  Approve  the  Sentence,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  Approved  accordingly  — 

The  Brigadier  General  of  the  fourth  brigade  is  directed

Sir 

I feel  it  my  duty  to  submit  to  the  view  of  the  President 
the  enclosed  extract  of  a letter  from  Major  Gen1  Williams,  by 
which  it  appears  that  payment  is  withheld  not  only  from  the 
small  sections  of  militia  called  out  to  repel  the  enemy’s  boats 
at  various  points  on  the  coast,  but  also  from  the  first  detach- 
ment ordered  into  Service  at  New  London  under  a requisition 
of  the  War  department  through  General  Burbeck  — It  is  only 
necessary  I presume  to  bring  the  conduct  of  the  paymaster 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  National  executive  — to  insure  the 
removal  of  all  ground  of  complaint  — There  can  be  as  little 
doubt  I apprehend  of  the  propriety  of  paying  the  first  descrip- 
tion of  force  as  the  last  — The  men  were  imbodied  in  conse- 
quence of  the  predatory  incursion  of  the  hostile  Squadron  at 
New  London  — Their  services  were  but  branches  of  the  main 
operations  at  that  port  & in  my  view  fall  clearly  within  the 
authorization  which  had  been  previously  given  by  the  War 
department  — The  troops  thus  employed  at  any  one  time  were 
few  in  number,  — were  regularly  mustered  — resisted  firmly  & 
successfully  the  advance  of  the  enemy  & were  immediately 
afterwards  disbanded  — The  whole  amount  due  them  is  very 
small  — but  they  have  honourably  earned  it  — and  it  is  ob- 
viously of  some  importance  that  those  on  whom  in  the  progress 
of  the  war  much  reliance  must  at  times  be  placed  should  have 
no  occasion  to  distrust  the  justice  of  the  Government  — 

I also  take  the  liberty  of  soliciting  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  enclosed  representation  from  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Saybrook.  Fort  Fenwick  there  mentioned  is 
only  a breastwork  thrown  up  on  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  fort  of 
that  name  at  the  mouth  of  Connecticut  river  mounting  two 
pieces  of  ordnance  a 6 & a four  pounder.  The  position  is  com- 
manding in  itself  and  highly  important  to  the  Security  of  a 
portion  of  the  State  which  cannot  be  otherwise  than  greatly 
exposed  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  blockade  of  the 
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sound.  — I can  only  add  my  earnest  desire  that  the  request  of 
the  inhabitants  for  a small  guard  of  regular  troops  may  be 
granted  —

Your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  is  received  — 

As  it  is  manifestly  the  duty  of  the  General  government  to 
station  regular  troops  at  the  most  vulnerable  points  on  our 
frontier,  and  as  I am  clearly  of  opinion  Fort  Fenwick  espe- 
cially ought  to  be  garrisoned,  I have  made  a representation 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  upon  that  Subject,  with 
what  success  a few  days  will  probably  determine  — In  the 
mean  time  recourse  must  be  had  to  the  militia  in  case  of  a 
threatened  attack.  By  adverting  to  the  law  you  will  observe 
that  militia  may  be  called  into  service  on  a sudden  emergency 
without  the  intervention  of  the  colonel  of  a regiment  — Any 
commanding  officer  over  of  a company  is  competent  to  em- 
body the  force  under  his  command  if  necessary,  transmitting 
immediate  information  of  his  proceedings  to  his  Superior 
officer. 

I cannot  forbear  to  express  my  surprize  that  owners  of 
the  vessels  you  mention  will  hazard  them  in  a situation  so 
imminently  exposed  — hazard  not  only  their  own  property 
but  the  property  & even  lives  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  — 
For  it  is  extremely  obvious  that  no  force  we  could  place  at 
Fort  Fenwick  in  its  present  state  would  suffice  to  prevent  the

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approach  of  the  enemy  if  they  were  really  resolved  upon  the 
attempt  — The  state  does  not  possess  the  means  of  protecting 
its  navigation  during  this  unexampled  condition  of  public 
affairs  — Whatever  can  be  done  for  the  defense  of  our  territory 
will  certainly  be  attempted  and  I flatter  myself  that  by  the 
opening  of  the  Spring  measures  will  be  taken  to  render  your 
situation  tolerably  secure  —

The  General  Assembly  at  the  last  session  passed  a resolu- 
tion directing  the  commander  in  chief  to  take  measures  for  the 
examination  proof  and  preservation  of  the  iron  ordnance  be- 
longing to  the  State  & described  in  the  report  of  the  Q.  M. 
General.  The  pieces  referred  to  are  principally  at  Stonington 
Borough  — some  few  are  scattered  through  the  towns  on  the 
coast  to  Fairfield.  It  falls  properly  within  the  province  of  the 
Q.  M.  Gen1  to  carry  the  resolve  into  effect,  but  he  writes  me 
the  feeble  state  of  his  health  and  a necessary  attention  to  his 
other  public  duties  will  render  it  difficult  if  not  impossible 
for  him  to  perform  this  service.  I shall  readily  excuse  him  pro- 
vided you  will  consent  to  perform  it.  From  your  thorough 
knowledge  of  gunnery  and  the  objects  connected  with  it  I am 
extremely  desirous  that  you  should  undertake  the  business  & I 
should  hope  it  would  not  materially  interrupt  your  professional 
pursuits  — The  proof  especially  of  the  large  pieces  must  be 
made  in  the  course  of  the  winter  if  the  Season  will  possibly 
admit  of  it,  as  some  of  them  ought  to  be  mounted  early  in  the 
spring.

Since  which  time  I have  also  recd  a letter  from  Robert 
Brent  Esqr  Paymaster  of  the  U.  S.  army;  a copy  of  which,  I 
subjoin  for  Your  Excellency’s  perusal,  viz 
“Army  Pay  Office 

City  of  Washington 
Decr  20  1813. 

Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  11th  instant. 

In  a volume  containing  the  “military  laws,  & rules  & 
regulations  for  the  armies  of  the  United  States’’  approved  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States  on  the  1st  of  May  1813  it  is 
laid  down  (pages  192  & 193)  that  “troops  of  all  descriptions 
shall  be  mustered  once  in  two  months  for  payment,  nor  shall 
any  payment  be  made,  but  upon  muster  rolls,  signed  by  an 
Inspector  General,  or  his  Assistant,  or  in  the  absence  of  these, 
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by  some  officer  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  specially 
assigned  to  this  duty  by  the  General  commanding  the  district 
in  which  the  said  troops  so  mustered,  shall  be  found”  It  is  also 
laid  down  in  pages  239  & 240  of  the  same  book. 
l8t  That  “all  militia  detachments  for  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  must  be  made  under  the  requisition  of  some  officer  of 
the  United  States  (to  be  hereafter  authorized  to  make  such 
requisition)  or  the  executive  authority  of  the  state,  or  of  the 
territory  from  which  the  detachments  shall  be  drawn” 

2nd  That  “in  these  requisitions  shall  be  expressed  the  number 
of  privates,  non-commissioned,  and  commissioned  officers 
required ; which  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  to  each  other 
as  obtain  in  the  regular  army.  The  looser  method  of  requiring 
regiments  or  brigades,  will  be  discontinued” 

3d  That  “so  soon  as  one  hundred  privates,  eleven  non-commis- 
sioned, and  five  commissioned  officers  shall  have  been  organ- 
ized as  a company,  under  any  requisition  as  aforesaid,  they 
will  be  mustered  and  inspected  by  an  Inspector  General,  or 
his  Assistant,  or  some  other  officer  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  thereto  specially  appointed;  upon  whose  rolls  and  re- 
ports they  will  be  entitled  to  pay,  &c” 

4th  That  “it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Officers  so  mustering  and 
inspecting  militia  detachments,  to  make  immediate  report 
thereof  to  the  War  Department;  and” 

5th  That  “payment  will  be  made  through  the  regimental  pay- 
master; in  all  cases  in  which  the  corps  shall  be  organized  as  a 
regiment;  and  in  all  cases  in  which  it  shall  fall  short  of  the 
number  necessary  to  that  organization,  by  the  Paymaster 
accompanying  the  army,  or  division  to  which  it  may  belong” 
You  will  percieve  from  these  regulations  that  the  militia 
under  your  command  were  not  duly  mustered,  inasmuch  as 
the  musters  were  not  made  either  by  an  Inspector  General, 
his  Assistant,  or  by  an  officer  of  the  Army  thereto  specially 
appointed,  & that  the  same  regulations  forbid  the  payment  of 
any  troops,  not  mustered  as  therein  set  forth;  You  will  also 
observe  that  the  nonpayment  of  your  militia  is  not  justly  im- 
putable to  this  department,  for  the  District  Paymaster  has 
long  since  been  furnished  with  funds  and  instructions  by  me, 
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for  that  purpose;  & had  the  proper  officers  in  the  military  dis- 
trict N°  2 done  their  duty  as  they  ought,  the  present  unpleasant 
state  of  things  would  not  now  exist,  with  regard  to  this  militia 
. . . They  would  have  been  paid  off  long  before  this. 

I cannot  myself  undertake  to  dispence  with  the  rules 
herein  before  mentioned,  so  as  to  cause  payments  to  be  made 
on  the  muster  rolls  as  they  at  present  stand,  but  will  state 
the  case  to  the  secretary  of  War,  when  he  arrives  here,  who  may 
probably  authorise  payments  to  be  made  on  them

Your  letter  without  date  is  received  — I thank  you  for 
your  attention  to  the  request  contained  in  my  last  — 

Any  course  you  may  think  proper  to  pursue  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  a just  remuneration  for  your  military  services 
the  last  season  cannot  but  meet  my  approbation  — His 
Honour  the  L*  Governour  however  has  a higher  opinion  of  the 
liberality  of  the  Gen1  Government  than  I entertain  — If  the 
War  Department  will  adopt  as  a rule  that  whenever  any  part 
of  the  militia  of  a state  are  on  duty,  the  Captain  General  of 
such  state  & his  staff  shall  be  considered  in  actual  service,  for 
that  is  the  extent  to  which  the  principle  assumed  by  his  Hon- 
our will  lead,  I shall  sincerely  rejoice  on  account  of  the  gentle- 
men who  happen  to  compose  my  staff  — There  will  be  no  great 
trouble  in  making  the  attempt,  and  success  may  possibly  attend 
it.  The  Adjutant  Gen1  seems  to  have  acted  under  a different 
impression  — He  made  up  his  account  for  the  time  he  accom- 
panied me  at  N.  London  and  during  my  tour  along  the  coast , and 
received  pay  & ration  as  a L*  Colonel,  that  being  the  grade 
assigned  to  his  office  by  the  war  department,  together  with  an

His  Excellency  Governor  Smith 

Sir , I extremely  regret  the  necessity  of  troubling  your 
Excellency,  on  the  subject  of  the  payment  of  the  Company 
under  my  Command,  for  their  services  at  New  London  the 
Summer  past;  and  were  it  a mere  personal  affair  of  my  own,  I 
certainly  should  not.  But  the  daily  and  repeated,  importunities 
of  my  Soldiers  on  the  Subject;  and  the  Reflections  thrown  out 
against  the  faith , and  honor  of  the  State,  render  any  further 
silence  on  the  Subject  in  my  Judgment  improper. 

The  amusing  Idea  that  the  United  States  would  pay  — 
that  the  money  had  arived  &c  has  long  since  ceased  to  charm. 
Under  various  foolish  and  Shallow  pretexts  of  one  description 
or  another,  the  payment  is  put  off. 

I have  journed  once  to  New  Haven,  twice  to  New  London  and 
once  to  Norwich  to  obtain  some  Information  on  the  Subject  — 
but  alas,  I remain  to  this  moment  as  Ignorant  as  the  day  we 
were  dismissed  — The  Green  Youth  — District  Paymaster 
at  Norwich  told  me  he  could  not  pay  because  Our  Muster  Rolls 
were  not  certified  by  an  Officer  of  the  U States  Army 
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The  Paymaster  General  of  the  State  informed  me  he  had  nei- 
ther Orders  or  Funds  Thus  circumstaned  the  Soldiers,  com- 
plain and  their  Complaints  are  directed  against  the  State 
Government  — to  which  they  always  looked  for  their  pay.  I 
am  placed  directly  between  the  State  Government  and  my 
Soldiers  — the  latter  require  of  me  the  reason  why  the  State 
does  not  pay  or  cause  them  to  be  paid  — I know  of  none  — 
And  as  I have  the  utmost  Confidence  in  your  Excellencys  Good 
Dispositions  toward  the  Corps  — and  readiness  to  afford  every 
Assistance  in  your  power.  — and  that  what  is  well  intended  will 
be  received  with  indulgence — therefore  I write  with  freedom  & 
plainess  and  pray  your  Excellency  to  interpose  your  good 
Offices  to  releive  me  from  my  present  embarrassed  Situation

Your  favour  of  the  24th  instant  was  duly  received.  Your 
readiness  to  engage  in  the  service  mentioned  in  my  last  has 
afforded  me  much  satisfaction.  I have  instructed  the  Q.  M. 
General  to  furnish  you  with  the  necessary  Supplies  for  the 
undertaking  and  to  confer  with  you  as  to  the  time  and  place  or 
places  of  their  delivery  — The  secretary  has  also  been  re-> 
quested  to  transmit  to  you  without  delay  a copy  of  the  resolve 
of  Assembly  and  likewise  of  the  report  of  the  Q.  M.  General 
therein  referred  to  — 

You  will  expect  no  particular  instructions  from  me  on  a 
subject  with  which  I have  no  practical  acquaintance  — The 
business  should  be  done  acconomically  but  effectually  I will 
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only  observe  that  the  guns  which  do  not  bear  “examination 
and  proof’’  are  still  worthy  of  “preservation”  on  account  of 
their  metallic  value  — And  those  which  stand  proof  I appre- 
hend will  be  sufficiently  preserved  by  elevating  them  from  the 
ground  on  logs  or  stones,  the  vent  turned  down  and  the  muz- 
zles somewhat  depressed  — 

Several  of  the  pieces  at  Stonington  it  is  said  are  to  a con- 
siderable degree  buried  in  the  earth;  It  would  seem  therefore 
not  adviseable  for  you  to  visit  that  place  until  there  shall 
arrive  a moderate  turn  of  weather.

JOHN  COTTON  SMITH,  SUMMARY

A Summary  view  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
militia  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  were  brought  into  service 
during  the  late  war  — 1813  — 

No  part  of  the  militia  of  Connecticut  was  brought  into 
the  field  until  the  American  Squadron  took  refuge  in  the  har- 
bour of  New  London  from  the  Superiour  naval  force  of  the 
enemy,  1.  June  1813.  The  pay-rolls  of  the  militia  called  into 
service  for  the  protection  of  the  National  vessels  & the  coast 
during  that  campaign  were,  it  is  believed,  satisfied  by  the 
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General  government,  excepting  Some  small  detachments  Sud- 
denly ordered  out  to  repel  incursions  by  the  enemy  at  various 
points,  and  who  were  discharged  immediately  after  the  exi- 
gency ceased  and  before  notice  could  be  given  to  the  War  de- 
partment — The  pay-rolls  of  these  detachments  (small  in  their 
amount)  were  presented  by  the  proper  officer  to  the  District 
Paymaster  who  informed  me  personally  that  he  had  received 
orders  from  Washington  to  discharge  them  — but  that  his 
funds  had  then  failed  — They  were  afterwards  paid  by  the 
state  and  charged  to  the  General  Government  — If  other 
charges  appear  in  our  account  for  militia  services  during  that 
year  the  authority  for  such  charges  will  be  found  in  the  corre- 
spondence already  forwarded  — 

During  the  same  year  Advances  were  made  by  the  na- 
tional government  to  our  Quarter  Master  General  and  Com- 
missary General  in  part  for  expenses  incurred  in  their  respective 
departments  — The  assumption  of  all  expenses  of  this  nature 
will  be  seen  in  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  war  under  date  of 
July  1813  and  the  report  of  Ad.  General  Huntington  referred 
to  by  the  secretary 

1814  — 

In  the  month  of  April  1814  a division  of  boats  from  the 
blockading  Squadron  entered  the  harbour  of  Pettipauge  in 
Saybrook  and  burnt  & destroyed  a great  number  of  our  mer- 
chant vessels — (see  letter  to  the  Sec.  of  war  14.  April  1814) 
The  consternation  produced  along  the  coast  by  this  measure 
rendered  it  necessary  to  place  guards  of  militia  at  several 
points  — - (see  letter  to  Secy  of  war  28.  April  1814)  — A Sub- 
altern’s command  of  infantry  was  posted  at  Saybrook  — A 
Subaltern’s  command  of  cavalry  at  New  Haven  to  serve  as 
videttes  — and  a Subaltern’s  command  of  infantry  at  Bridge- 
port — On  the  19th  May  Inspector  General  Kingsbury  com- 
manding the  U.  S.  troops  in  this  district  (see  his  letter  of  that 
date  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  17th)  issued  orders  for  the  inspec- 
tion & subsistence  of  these  guards  — (See  also  letter  from 
Secy  of  war  9.  May  1814) 

By  referring  to  the  letters  of  Col.  Kingsbury  under  the 
several  dates  of  22.  May  — 5th,  15th  and  23rd  June  1814  it  will 
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appear  that  guards  of  militia  were  continued  at  these  points  — 
increased  at  some  of  them  and  new  ones  established  at  Ston- 
ington  — and  at  Mill  River  in  Fairfield  — They  were  occasion- 
ally augmented  in  the  course  of  the  campaign  & a part  of  them 
remained  until  peace  was  concluded  — It  may  be  added  that 
sections  of  these  guards  were  posted  at  Blackrock  near  Bridge- 
port — at  Guilford  near  New  Haven  — at  Killingworth  near 
Saybrook  and  at  My  stick  near  New  London 

On  the  9th  August  1814  the  hostile  squadron  off  New  Lon- 
don attacked  & bombarded  the  town  of  Stonington  — and  on 
the  same  day  B.  General  Cushing  who  had  taken  command  of 
the  U.  S.  troops  within  this  state  requested  of  Major  General 
Williams  (who  had  my  orders  to  furnish  aid  whenever  neces- 
sary) a brigade  of  militia  — The  whole  of  B.  General  Isham’s 
brigade  were  therefore  immediately  ordered  into  service  — 
On  the  10th  Gen1  Cushing  also  requested  of  me  1700  men  (com- 
manded by  Brigadier  General  Lusk)  being  a majority  of  the 
detachment  organized  under  the  President  instructions  of  the 
4th  July  1814  — which  requisition  was  instantly  complied  with 
and  the  men  repaired  to  New  London  & its  vicinity  as  early 
as  was  practicable  — (See  Gen1  Cushing’s  letters  10th  Aug*  & 
my  order  therein  &c)  — The  command  of  the  force  thus  in 
service  was  assigned  to  Major  Gen1  Augustine  Taylor  who  had 
been  detailed  under  the  President’s  instructions  of  the  4th 
July  1814 

From  the  menacing  operations  of  the  enemy  on  our  shores 
it  was  thought  advisable  by  the  Governour  & Council  to  aug- 
ment the  force  at  N.  Haven  and  Bridgeport  to  600  men  — The 
expediency  of  the  measure  was  also  admitted  by  General 
Cushing,  see  his  letter  22nd  & 28th  August  — That  force  was 
accordingly  ordered  into  service  early  in  September  under  L* 
Col.  Sanford  & to  strengthen  those  points  and  relieve  the 
guards  previously  stationed  — 

Some  Sections  of  militia  were  also  called  out  in  the  course 
of  the  year  1814  on  sudden  alarms  and  after  repelling  the 
enemy  were  dismissed,  under  circumstances  similar  to  those 
which  occurred  during  the  campaign  of  1813  — 
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Subsistence  & Supplies  for  our  militia  were  furnished  in 
part  by  the  United  States,  the  remainder  by  the  State  govern- 
ment — The  Accounts  of  the  Q.  M.  General  and  Commissary 
General  will  show  to  what  extent  advances  were  made  by  the 
State  for  those  objects  — The  several  Muster  rolls  & pay  rolls 
will  also  exhibit  the  number  of  men  employed  & the  periods 
of  service  — I am  not  conscious  that  any  militia  were  on  duty 
who  do  not  come  under  some  one  of  the  exigencies  & authoriza- 
tions above  mentioned  — Nor  do  I believe  that  any  consider- 
able expense  would  have  been  incurred  within  this  State  during 
the  war  but  for  the  honourable  purpose  of  saving  our  National 
vessels  from  capture  or  destruction  —

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he  has  made  the  following  observation  in  writing  “Mr  Perkins’ 
objections  are  those  of  form,  over  which  he  had  no  controul.  It 
was  General  Burbeck’s  business  to  have  appointed  an  officer 
of  the  army  of  the  U.  States  agreeably  to  rules  & regulations. 
The  Militia  should  however  not  suffer  for  his  errors.  You  will 
therefore  direct  Mr  Perkins  to  make  payment  on  the  rolls 
presented  him’’

At  a Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place,  the  Under- 
signed were  appointed  a Committee  to  promote  measures  of 
general  defence  — at  which  Meeting,  your  Excellency’s  letter 
to  Cap1  Whittelsey,  dated  16th  ult°  was  read,  and  we  are  au- 
thorised to  say,  it  was  pleasing  to  the  Inhabitants. 
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After  being  assured,  that 1 ‘whatever  could  be  done  for  the 
defence  of  our  territory,  would  be  attempted”  by  your  Ex- 
cellency, we  feel  a degree  of  embarrassment  in  troubling  you 
again,  but  your  Excellency  will  please  to  observe  that  we  have 
lately  seen  a number  of  the  respectable  Hartford  and  Middle- 
town  Merchants,  who  expressed  a strong  desire  to  unite  with 
us  in  petitioning  for  suitable  fortifications  and  garrison  at  this 
place,  and  send  other  defence  as  may  be  deemed  needful. 

We  are  peculiarly  gratified  to  find  that  your  Excellency 
realizes  our  danger  and  the  necessity  for  a garrison  at  this 
“vulnerable  point”,  and  have  no  doubt  that  every  thing  will 
be  done  that  is  in  your  power  — still  we  cannot  but  feel  appre- 
hensive, lest  such  delay  should  occur,  as  will  materially  en- 
danger us.  Spring  will  very  soon  come,  and  the  harbour  is  never 
ice-bound  If  your  Excellency’s  late  representation  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  U.  States,  has  been  successful,  we  shall  flatter 
ourselves  that  defensive  measures  may  be  provided  in  season  — 
if  not  or  but  partially  so,  we  beg  leave  to  enquire  of  your  Ex- 
cellency, whether  any  thing  can  be  expected  to  result  from  a 
petition,  the  Merchants  on  this  River  and  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  place  united,  and  supported  by  your  Excellency  — or 
must  we  wait  untill  the  next  session  of  our  Legislature. 

We  presume  that  General  Burbeck  is  not  empowered  to 
establish  a Garrison  at  any  port,  not  particularly  authorised 
by  the  War  Department 

Should  the  situation  of  affairs  be  such,  that  in  your 
opinion,  a petition  would  be  advisable,  will  your  Excellency 
please  to  advise  to  whom  it  should  be  addressed  — 

Under  the  Embargo  Laws  and  the  Presidents  instructions, 
the  present  practice,  is  to  prohibit  the  conveyance  by  water, 
of  any  provisions  or  naval  Stores,  by  which  means,  the  Block- 
ading Squadron  may  be  prevented  from  receiving  those  abun- 
dant supplies  by  capture  or  otherwise,  which  they  have  been 
accustomed  to  have  for  some  months,  and  this  deprivation,  we 
apprehend  will  induce  the  Enemy  to  land  and  procure  them  — 
Add  to  this,  the  continuance  of  the  War,  and  the  unhappy 
irritations  daily  occurring,  render  the  frontiers  more  & more 
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exposed.  We  find  also,  that  Coasting  [ ] are  laying  up 

here  for  the  Winter  — and  this  may  be  another  inducement 
to  the  Enemy  to  visit  us  early  — 

Since  we  have  trespassed  on  your  Excellency  again,  permit 
us  to  ask  whether  one  at  least,  of  the  Brass  pieces  attached  to 
Cap11  Jewett’s  Company  of  State  Artillery,  might  not  safely 
be  entrusted  to  Lieut.  Walker,  who  with  several  non  commis- 
sioned officers  and  about  15  privates  of  that  Company  belong  & 
reside  in  this  Society.  Certainly  it  might  aid  in  our  defence, 
and  defence  only  is  our  object.  The  measure  we  are  authorised 
to  say,  would  be  satisfactory  to  Cap*  Jewett  —

Perkins,  of  Norwich  calls  loudley  for  redress,  I have  concluded 
to  state  the  facts  to  your  Excellency  and  request  your  Excel- 
lencys  opinion  on  the  subject  and  the  course  most  proper  to 
pursue,  Mr  Perkins  has  had  the  cash  in  his  hands  already  90 
Days  which  was  designed  for  the  payment  of  the  several  de- 
tachments of  Troops  ordered  on  duty  at  New  London,  Cap11 
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Waugh  Curtiss  & Buckingham  of  the  first  Reg*  of  State  Troops 
harrassed  by  the  constant  importunities  of  their  men,  few 
days  since  made  a journey  to  Norwich  and  procured  of  Perkins 
the  payment  for  their  respective  companies,  Our  Adjutant 
Mr  Bellamy  belonged  to  Cap*  Buckinghams  company,  and 
our  Quater  Master  Mr  Tousey  belonged  to  Cap1  Curtiss  com- 
pany they  both  requested  of  Perkins  the  payment  for  the 
services  of  Bellamy  & Tousey  and  Cap1  Waugh  requested 
earnestly  that  he  would  send  by  him  to  me,  the  amount  due 
to  me,  neither  of  which  request  would  he  comply  with,  for  his 
not  complying  he  did  not  pretend  to  assign  any  excuse  what- 
ever, he  also  requested  Cap1  Waugh  to  notify  Cap1  Hayden 
and  others  not  to  call  for  their  pay  under  three  or  four  weeks.  I 
think  your  Excellency  will  agree  with  me,  that  it  must  be  very 
unreasonable  to  compel  each  of  the  Officers  to  make  a journey 
to  Norwich  to  receive  their  pay.  Indeed  Perkins  has  had  our 
receipts  for  the  money  a long  time,  If  your  Excellency  should 
think  proper,  I request  your  Excellency  would  write  Perkins 
on  this  subject,  stating  that  complaints  have  been  made,  I 
also  request  your  Excellencys  directions  what  course  to  pursue 
in  order  to  procure  the  payment  of  this  State  for  my  services 
as  Inspector  of  the  6th  Brigade,  my  bill  is  not  large,  but  part 
of  it  consists  of  Cash  Paid  out  for  the  State  & Col°  Mix  seems 
to  have  a wonderfull  antipathy  to  the  appearance  of  Bills  of 
any  kind.  I have  not  received  a single  cent  for  my  services 
either  at  New  London,  or  as  Inspector  of  the  6th  Brigade,  I

Your  Letter  of  the  24th  Decr  last  is  Received  I have 
written  Gen1  E.  Champion  and  he  has  not  obtained  from  the 
war  department  any  correct  information  respecting  the  proof 
of  Muskets  Barrels  The  information  obtained  from  the  war 
department  I send  you  herewith,  It  merely  confirms  the  in- 
formation I obtained  from  Springfield. 

After  I was  at  Springfield  I proceeded  to  proving  the  Muskets 
in  the  same  manner  as  adopted  at  that  Place,  previous  to  the 
receipt  of  your  Letter,  as  there  has  been  considerable  time  all- 
ready elapsed  for  Proving  these  Muskets  since  I received  the 
appointment,  and  there  is  a great  deal  of  Labour  to  be  be- 
stowed upon  the  Muskets  which  were  at  New  London  to  put 
them  in  good  Order  — 

I have  proved  Fifty  Three  muskets  Barrels  out  of  that  number 
Ten  have  burst  in  Proving  and  in  the  Three  Boxes  which  I 
have  opened  have  found  Nine  more  Barrels  unsound  with 
holes  in  them  and  so  defective  that  I have  condemned  them 
without  Proving.  I have  proved  the  Barrels  with  the  Eight- 
eenth part  of  a Pound  of  Powder  with  2 Balls  and  two  Wads 
after  boring  and  cleaning  the  inside  of  the  Barrel  in  order  to 
give  them  a fair  trial  as  they  are  much  coroded 
I have  made  use  of  Duponts  Powder  made  at  Brandywine 
being  the  Same  kind  and  quality  as  used  by  Esqr  Whitney 
New  Haven  and  at  the  U.  S.  Armory  Springfield. 
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You  will  please  to  give  such  directions  as  you  think  Proper, 
but  my  opinion  is,  that  the  Proof  which  I have  adopted  is 
sufficiently  strong  but  I will  persue  any  move  with  the  greatest 
accuracy  which  you  shall  please  to  direct. 

I am  sorry  to  say,  that  so  far  as  I have  examined  I have  found 
the  musket  Barrels  much  more  defective  than  I expected

Rifles  & made  on  Contract  for  the  U.  States  is  left  to  the  in- 
specting Officers  heretofore  appointed  and  now  acting  at  the 
different  Armories 

The  information,  therefore,  obtained  by  the  inspector  of 
Arms,  for  the  State  of  Connecticut  from  the  Armory  at  Spring-

Hartford  Jany  24th  1814 

His  Excellency  GovT  Smith 

Sir  Upon  the  appointment  of  Gen1  Huntington  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  State  Corps,  he  issued  an  order  to  the  Com- 
manders of  the  Regiments  of  Infantry,  & of  the  Squadron 
of  Horse  & Battalion  of  Artillery,  to  make  monthly  returns 
to  him  of  their  respective  Corps,  that  he  might  be  able  to  make 
monthly  returns  of  the  whole,  to  the  Commander  in  cheif  — - 
Soon  after  my  appointment  to  the  command  of  the  Corps,  I 
issued  a similar  order,  altho  I had  recd  no  order  from  your  Ex- 
cellency, to  that  effect,  acting  upon  the  presumption,  that  it 
would  be  agreable  to  your  Excellency  to  know  from  time  to 
time  the  State  of  the  Corps;  but  as  yet  I have  not  been  able 
to  compleat  a return,  owing  to  my  not  having  recd  returns, 
from  all  the  Commanders  of  Corps  — Col°  Shepherd  in  his 
communications  to  me,  mentions  that  there  is  great  difficulty 
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in  getting  monthly  returns  from  the  Commanders  of  Com- 
panies in  his  Regiment,  by  reason  of  his  local  situation,  & the 
negligince  (to  say  no  more  of  it)  of  the  Post  Offices,  & suggests 
the  expediency  of  Making  quarter  yearly,  insted  of  monthly 
returns,  thereby  releiving  the  Captains  from  a great  expence, 
(for  in  future  they  will  be  obliged  to  send  their  returns  by  special 
Messengers)  — To  this  plan  I do  not  see  any  objection,  but  I 
have  not  tho’t  it  proper  to  vary  my  order,  without  knowing 
the  pleasure,  of  the  Commander  in  chief  — 

I have  recd  a Letter  from  Capn  Pettibone  of  the  Artillery, 
in  which  he  complains,  that  the  Quarter  Master  Gen1  has  not 
furnish’d  him,  with  cannon  for  the  use  of  his  Company,  altho 
frequently  applied  to  for  that  purpose,  and  from  the  answers 
made  to  his  applications,  Capn  Pettibone  is  induced  to  beleive, 
that  he  is  not  to  receive  any  — he  states,  that  his  Company  is 
composed,  entirely  of  Men  of  Property  & respectable  char- 
racter,  Who  are  warmly  attach’d  to  the  state  & its  institutions, 
& who  if  they  had  Artillery,  would  exert  themselves  to  the 
utmost,  to  become  acquainted  with  their  duty,  but  at  present 
they  consider  themselves  neglected,  & deprived  of  the  advan- 
tages for  having  their  proper  exercise  in  arms,  which  are  in- 
sured to  them,  by  the  Statute,  under  which  the  Corps  was 
raised  — he  fears,  that  they  will  lose  their  ambition,  & become 
disaffected  — Under  these  circumstances  I have  tho’t  it  to  be 
my  duty,  to  submit  the  matter  to  your  ExcelP,  & to  suggest 
whether  this  Company  cannot  be  supplied  with  one  field  piece, 
to  be  taken  from  some  Company  of  Militia  which  has  two,  & 
is  not  liable  from  its  location,  to  be  called  into  service  upon  a 
sudden  alarm  — I am  with  the  highest  respect

I have  received  your  favour  of  the  24th  instant  — 
Monthly  returns  were  directed  at  the  first  organization 
of  the  Military  corps  from  a desire  to  learn  the  progress  of  the 
recruiting  service  — but  I concur  with  you  in  opinion  that 
they  may  now  be  dispensed  with  — and  that  quarteryearly 
returns  will  answer  every  valuable  purpose  — Such  therefore 
if  you  please  be  the  regulation  in  future  — 

I gave  the  Q.  M.  General  orders  in  July  last  to  furnish 
Capt.  Pettibone  with  one  of  the  brass  field  pieces  attached  to 
the  artillery  company  in  this  town ; and  the  gun  was  removed 
with  that  view.  But  as  Capt.  P.  about  the  same  time  marched 
with  his  company  to  N.  London  where  suitable  ordnance  was 
prepared  for  him,  I think  it  probable  the  piece  intended  for 
him,  was  delivered  to  one  of  the  volunteer  artillery  companies 
on  the  coast,  or  took  the  place  of  one  assigned  to  that  Service  - — 
I am  aware  of  the  reasonableness  and  importance  of  com- 
plying with  the  request  of  Capt.  P.  — and  I entertain  a hope 
that  scanty  as  our  means  are  some  arrangements  may  be  made 
for  his  accommodation  — A letter  is  now  addressed  to  the

PETITION  FROM  THE  BOROUGH  OF  BRIDGEPORT 

[4:70] 

To  his  Excellency  John  C.  Smith  EsqT  Governour  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut 

May  it  please  your  Excellency 

We  the  Citizens  of  the  Borough  of  Bridgeport  and  its 
vicinity  beg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest,  that  we  in  common 
with  a large  majority  of  the  Citizens  of  New  England  most 
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sincerely  believe  that  the  war  now  waged  against  Great  Brit- 
tain by  the  United  States  is  on  the  part  of  the  latter  altogether 
unjust,  immoral  and  impolitic  — - 

That  it  is  unjust  to  all  civilized  nations,  being  a violent 
attempt  to  subvert  principles  of  Public  Law  by  them  recog- 
nized from  the  earliest  period  of  their  history,  and  founded  in 
reason  and  the  nature  of  civil  society;  and  a like  attempt  to 
impede  the  operations  of  most  of  them  against  the  common 
enemy  of  their  peace,  happiness  and  independence,  by  divest- 
ing a part  of  the  force  of  the  British  Nation  from  cooperating 
in  the  grand  object  of  restoring  tranquility  to  the  Christian 
world  — 

That  it  is  unjust  towards  Great  Brittain,  being  an  attempt 
to  deprive  her  of  the  exercise  of  legitimate  rights  founded  on 
the  immutable  principles  of  justice,  sanctioned  by  the  usage 
of  ages  and  necessary  to  her  national  independence:  and  still 
more  unjust  as  waged  against  the  unoffending  and  defenceless 
inhabitants  of  her  provinces;  and  still  more  so  by  threatening 
to  inflict  death  on  her  innocent  subjects,  prisoners  of  war  in 
the  United  States,  if  she  proceeds  to  punish  such  as  have 
treasonably  united  with  her  enemies  in  devastating  those 
provinces. 

That  it  is,  in  relation  to  the  United  States,  unjust,  im- 
politic and  immoral;  being  ostensibly  an  attempt  to  establish 
principles,  which  if  once  recognized  as  public  law,  would  de- 
prive our  nation  of  the  natural  means  of  its  defence,  — our 
Merchants  of  the  profits  of  neutrality  in  European  wars,  — 
and  our  native  seamen  of  their  bread : and  prove  a war  of  ex- 
termination in  which  no  quarter  would  be  given  but  to  make 
the  prisoner  a public  sacrifice;  a practice  known  only  to  savages 
and  barbarians  — 

That  it  is  peculiarly  unjust  to  the  inhabitants  of  our  fron- 
tiers both  maritime  and  inland  by  exposing  them  to  plunder, 
conflagration  and  slaughter  for  similar  treatment  by  the 
United  States  inflicted  on  the  unhappy  Canadians. 

That  it  is  unjust  to  thousands  of  ignorant  poor,  who  have 
been  deluded  into  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  whose  blood- 
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and  sufferings  now  call  for  punishment  on  their  guilty  deluders. 

That  it  is  unjust  to  the  present  and  to  future  generations 
of  our  Citizens  by  entailing  upon  them  a debt,  wholly  beyond 
their  means  of  payment;  the  interest  of  which  alone  will  strip 
the  labouring  classes  of  the  hard-earned  fruits  of  their  industry: 
and  all  this  for  objects  which  if  ever  attained  will  of  themselves 
be  grievances  too  intolerable  to  be  borne. 

Hitherto  we  have  considered  the  war  as  really  founded 
upon  the  ostensible  grounds  taken  by  our  Administration,  and 
pursued  for  the  objects  by  them  professed;  but  we  are  com- 
pelled to  declare  our  conviction  that  those  are  not  the  true 
grounds  and  objects  of  the  war.  And  that  the  real  object 
thereof,  after  that  of  supporting  the  party  in  power  which 
declared  it,  is  to  destroy  the  wealth  population  and  influence 
of  the  Northern  and  commercial  States,  drive  their  inhabitants 
from  the  sea-board  and  scatter  them  in  the  forests  of  the  west 
and  the  south.  And  eventually  to  annihilate  the  liberties  of 
the  Nation.  — 

To  these  ends  the  constitutional  barriers  of  those  liberties 
are  overleaped  at  pleasure,  and  with  equal  facility  are  pros- 
trated when  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  accelerate  the  progress 
of  absolute  power! 

It  is  unquestionably  true  that  a “deadly  love  to  France” 
because  ;here  no  voice  for  liberty  is  raised,  and  a no  less 
“deadly  hatred  to  England”,  because  that  is  the  natal  soil  of 
civil  liberty  have  both  concurred  in  the  production  of  this  war; 
yet  their  influence  is  but  secondary  to  the  lust  of  absolute 
dominion.  They  however  serve  to  explain  the  reasons  for  perse- 
cuting the  Northern  and  commercial  States,  where  the  fire  of 
liberty  has  ever  glowed  with  a genial  warmth,  unknown  in  the 
azotic  atmosphere  of  the  slave-holding  southern  States.  Com- 
merce is  the  nurse  of  civil  liberty;  without  it,  civil  liberty 
every  where  languishes  and  dies. It  is  said  by  the  im- 

mortal Montesquieu  “That  other  Nations  have  made  the 
interests  of  Commerce  yield  to  those  of  politics;  the  English 
on  the  contrary  have  always  made  their  political  interests  give 
way  to  those  of  Commerce:  They  know  better  than  any  other 
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people  upon  earth,  how  to  value  at  the  same  time  those  three 
great  advantages  Religion,  Commerce  and  Liberty.  — In 
Republics,  Commerce  is  founded  in  economy.  Their  Merchants 
have  an  eye  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  and  bring  from  one 
what  is  wanted  by  another  — This  kind  of  traffic  has  a natural 
relation  to  a Republican  government.  The  grand  enterprizes 
of  merchants  are  always  necessarily  connected  with  the  affairs 
of  the  public.  But  in  Monarchies  these  public  affairs  give  as 
much  distrust  to  the  Merchants  as  in  free  States  they  appear 
to  give  safety.  Great  enterprises  therefore  in  commerce  are  not 
for  monarchical  but  for  republican  Governments.” 

These  are  incontrovertible  maxims,  and  hence  we  discover 
the  origin  of  the  whole  system  of  commercial  restriction  from 
its  commencement  under  Mr  Jefferson  to  the  present  Embargo 
Law,  now  in  fatal  operation.  All  designed  for  the  same  object, 
the  destruction  of  Commerce  and  with  it  the  liberties  of  the 
Nation  and  the  establishment  of  despotism. 

The  resolutions  for  subjecting  private  citizens  to  martial 
law  and  the  Governour  of  Vermont  to  criminal  prosecution 
before  a Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  due  exercise  of  his 
official  authority  brought  in  and  suffered  to  be  on  the  table  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  unite  in  confirming  our  opinion 
that  the  real  object  of  the  war  is  as  above  stated. 

We  would  further  suggest  to  your  Excellency  that  this 
war  is,  in  our  opinion,  designed  by  the  administration  to  be 
interminable,  but  with  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects 
above  stated.  Thier  repeated  refusals  of  equitable  and  honor- 
able terms  of  accommodation  when  proffered  by  Great  Brit- 
tain, from  the  rejection  of  the  Treaty  negociated  by  Messrs 
Monroe  and  Pinkey  until  the  prospect  of  the  downfall  of 
Buonaparte  became  almost  certain  — The  style  and  language 
used  by  the  President  in  his  communications  to  Congress  on  all 
matters  relating  to  Great  Brittain  — his  various  statements  in 
regard  to  our  foreign  relations  and  the  circumstances  attending 
the  progress  of  the  war,  contradicted  by  indisputable  evidence. 
And  the  responses  to  those  communications  and  statements 
by  obsequious  majorities  in  both  Houses  of  Congress.  — The 
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repeated  intimations  of  leading  members  of  both  those  majori- 
ties, that  peace  is  not  to  be  expected  from  the  present  negocia- 
tion.  — And  as  if  to  insult  the  nation  for  its  credulity  already 
abused  beyond  all  endurance  the  appointment  of  Messrs  Clay 
and  Russel  as  negociators  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  all 
concur  in  establishing  our  belief  that  no  peace  is  intended  by 
our  administration  until  the  above  stated,  true  objects  of  the 
war  shall  have  been  accomplished.  Were  any  further  evidence 
requisite  to  confirm  such  belief  it  might  readily  be  derived 
from  the  measures  agitated  in  Congress  for  filling  the  ranks 
of  the  Army,  and  a total  refusal  to  consider  a resolve  offered 
for  the  suspension  of  offensive  hostilities  beyond  the  limits  of 
our  own  territories,  pending  the  negociation,  thereby  leaving 
the  two  nations  in  a condition  rarely  if  ever  known  in  civilized 
warfare. 

We  would  furthermore  suggest  to  your  Excellency  that 
it  is  a principle  universally  recognized  by  all  writers  on  the 
laws  of  Nations,  that  the  Sovereign  waging  unjust  war  is  in  a 
moral  view  responsible  not  only  for  the  misfortunes  drawn  on 
his  own  subjects,  but  guilty  of  all  those  he  carries  amidst  an 
innocent  people.  The  slaughter  of  men,  the  pillage  of  Cities, 
the  devastation  of  provinces  are  his  crimes.  He  is  responsible 
to  God  and  accountable  to  man  for  every  person  that  is  killed. 
The  violences,  the  crimes,  the  various  disorders  attendant  on 
the  licentious  tumult  of  arms  pollute  his  conscience  and 
blacken  his  account  as  he  is  the  original  author  of  them  all. 
Nor  is  the  moral  guilt  less  when  the  sovereignty  resides  in  the 
people  than  when  held  by  a single  person.  — In  a popular  gov- 
ernment each  member  of  the  community  is  personally  account- 
able for  his  share  of  the  sovereignty  and  his  voluntary  acts 
in  support  of  such  war,  and  equally  so  for  omitting  exertions 
to  hinder  its  progress.  — 

If  such  is  the  situation  of  a single  person  sharing  the  sov^ 
ereignty  with  the  whole  mass  of  citizens  in  the  community  the 
principle  urges  itself  still  more  forcibly  upon  a soverign  State 
and  a member  of  a confederation  of  States.  If  the  existing  war 
is  unjust  and  the  State  of  Connecticut  omits  to  exert  all  her 
sovereign  and  constitutional  powers  to  obstruct  its  progress,. 
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the  blood  of  those  slain  therein  will,  cry  to  heaven  from  the 
ground  for  vengeance  against  her.  — 

We  feel  no  hesitation  in  declaring  to  your  Excellency  that 
we  most  sincerely  believe  that  the  rights  and  privileges  of  this 
State  are  now  so  openly  invaded,  that  nothing  short  of  a firm- 
ness the  most  determined  on  the  part  of  our  Legislature  can 
ward  off  impending  ruin  — And  that  now  more  than  ever  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  State  to  exert  all  its  energies  to  restore  and  pre- 
serve inviolate  the  rights  and  privileges  of  its  citizens  de- 
scended from  their  ancestors  and  guarranteed  to  them  by  the 
constitutions  under  which  they  live.  — 

It  becomes  us  also  further  to  suggest,  as  a reason  why  we 
have  thus  come  forward  without  waiting  a lead  from  some 
more  populous  place,  that  our  situation  on  the  sea-board  more 
than  any  other  in  the  State  exposed  to  attack,  must  justly 
create  in  us  an  anxiety  lest  the  barbarities  practiced  upon  the 
unhappy  Canadians  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States 
should  be  retaliated  upon  us.  — That  we  have  hitherto  re- 
mained unmolested  in  our  persons,  families  and  dwellings  is  to 
be  attributed  to  the  humanity  and  magnanimity  of  the  enemy 
rather  than  to  any  means  of  defence  or  protection  from  the 
general  Government.  Indeed  that  Government  through  the 
medium  of  its  officers  exercising  their  own  discretion,  under  a 
pretence  of  executing  the  existing  embargo  Law  are  inflicting 
upon  us  the  evils  of  war  more  vindictively  than  any  thing  we 
have  experienced  from  our  British  Enemies.  — 

Whereupon,  we  the  said  Citizens  of  the  Borough  of  Bridge- 
port and  its  vicinity,  respectfully  request  your  Excellency 
without  delay  to  convene  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State 
to  take  into  consideration  the  present  unfortunate  condition 
of  the  people  of  this  State  and  Nation  and  in  concert  with  such 
other  States  as  may  be  willing  to  act  in  unison  with  this,  to 
devise  and  carry  into  execution  such  constitutional  measures 
as  may  afford  relief  from  the  evils  we  now  suffer  and  prevent 
those  we  have  reason  to  fear.

Dear  Sir  — 

I am  informed  by  B.  Gen1  Terry  that  Capt.  Pettibone  of 
the  artillery  in  the  state  corps  is  extremely  pressing  that  his 
company  should  be  supplied  with  at  least  one  brass  field  piece 
— It  was  intended  you  will  recollect  that  one  of  the  pieces  in 
this  town  should  be  attached  to  that  company  for  the  present, 
and  it  was  removed  with  that  view.  Its  ultimate  destination  I 
do  not  now  remember.  I think  however  it  was  either  delivered 
to  a volunteer  company  on  the  coast,  or  took  the  place  of  one 
assigned  to  that  service  — — Capt.  Pettibone  supposes,  and 
no  doubt  very  justly,  that  as  his  company  have  conformed  to 
the  requirements  of  the  law,  the  State  is  bound  to  supply  them 
with  ordnance.  Our  park  of  artillery  is  indeed  small  and  the 
demand  for  it  very  urgent  from  other  quarters,  but  if  you  can 
make  an  arrangement  to  accommodate  that  excellent  company 
without  leaving  the  others  wholly  destitute  & without  taking 
any  from  the  coast  I am  desirous  it  should  be  attempted. 

We  have  made  so  many  alterations  in  the  disposition  of 
the  field  pieces  since  the  statement  furnished  me  last  spring 
that  I am  not  able  to  determine  the  location  of  the  whole  of 
them  at  the  present  time  — 

Are  any  measures  yet  taken  to  mount  the  gun  at  Saga- 
tuck? —

— Isaac  D.  Bull  has  been  chosen 
to  the  command  of  the  Company — a man  who  formerly  held 
the  rank  of  Captn  Lieut,  and  was  my  seniour  officer,  but  having 
been  unconditionally  discharged  by  your  Excelly,  was  not  an 
officer  in  the  Compy  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  could 
not  then  command  me,  I therefore  consider  myself  situated 
exactly  as  if  superseded. 

I Pray  your  Excellency  to  accept  my  resignation,  and 
grant  that  I may  be  discharged  from  any  further  duty,  as  I 
can  no  longer  be  serviceable  in  the  station  I now  fill,  and  the 
honour  of  a Soldier  forbids  that  I Should  do  duty  under  the 
Officer  who  now  commands  me,  viewing  as  I do  the  circum- 
stances attending  his  appointment.

I have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  Note 
of  this  days  date,  requesting  information  relating  to  the  pay- 
ment of  certain  Detachments  of  Militia  on  service  at  Killings- 
worth,  Guilford,  N Haven  &c  — also  as  to  payment,  of  the, 
Chaplain,  late  on  service  at  New  London,  and  Militia  & State, 
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Troops  at  same  place,  discharged  16th  of  Sep*  last,  — that  part 
of  your  note  relating  to  the  payment  of  the  Field  & staff,  par- 
ticularly L*  Coln  L Smith,  of  the  State  troops  is  noted  — as 
payment  has  some  time  since  been  made  to  the  above  named 
Troops,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the  Detachments  of 
Militia  on  the  coast,  I shall  at  this  time  content  myself  with 
giving  you  (for  the  information  of  His  Excellency)  a general 
statement  with  Copies  of  Letters  received  from  and  addressM 
to  the  Pay  Master  Gen1  also  to  Lu*  Coln  Shepard  & Howe.  & 
Majrs  Whittlesey,  who  served  in  the  above  refered  to  Detach- 
ments of  State  Troops  & Militia  at  New  London,  also  Letters 
to  and  from  Lu*8  Coln  Sterling  & Sanford,  & Majrs  Ellsworth  & 
Morrison,  discharged  from  service  at  same  place  the  first  of 
Novr  last,  & Mr  Levi  Huntingtons  Deposition  relative  to  a 
conversation  which  took  place  between  myself  & Cap*  Waugh, 
at  this  office  on  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  Jany  last,  as  I have 
had  frequent  interviews  with  you  on  the  subject  of  these  pay- 
ments and  have  (presuming  on  your  indulgence  and  consider- 
ing you  as  the  proper  officer  in  your  capacity  as  Adj*  Gen1  of 
the  state  of  Connecticut)  exhibited  certain  orders  (or  Letters 
of  Permission ) to  your  inspection  — I must  rely  on  your  state- 
ment to  His  Excellency  for  the  present,  sincerely  wishing  that 
all  erroneous  & unfavourable  impressions  which  His  Excellency 
may  have  received  of  my  conduct  in  this  business  (Mali- 
cioussly  & Wickedly  sett  afloat  to  my  injury)  may  speedily 
be  removed,  and  shall  hereafter  take  the  liberty  to  trouble  you 
with  a more  full  and  particular  statement  accompanied  with 
Letters,  Depositions  &c  — &c 

In  reply  to  your  request  “to  know  whether  the  small  de- 
tachments of  Militia  which  have  been  called  out  at  Killings- 
worth,  N Haven  &c  have  been  paid”  I have  only  to  observe, 
that  I addressed  a Letter  to  his  Excellency  at  N Haven  the 
18th  of  Oct  last  informing  I had  received  funds  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  off  the  Troops,  discharged  the  16th  of  Sep*  and  daily 
expected  to  receive  funds  for  payment  of  the  Troops  then  on 
service  (last  Detachment)  and  observed  “I  am  not  aware  of 
any  impropriety  in  my  paying  the  several  Detachments,  or- 
dered bn  service,  at  Saybrook,  N Haven  &C  — 1 for  protection 
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of  the  Coast,  provided  they  are  properly  Mustered , if  unfor- 
tunately any  objection  should  arise,  your  Excellency  shall  be 
informed,  it  will  afford  me  particular  pleasure  at  all  times  to 
comply  with  your  Excellency’s  wishes”.  No  objections  arising 
to  payment  of  the  Detachments  to  which  I refered,  I did  not, 
address  His  Excellency  again,  but  have  paid  upon  Muster 
Rolls  presented  to  me,  a Detachment  at  Stonington  and  Two 
at  Saybrook,  and  a Detachment  of  Cavalry,  I have  never 
possessed  Muster  Rolls  of  any  other  Detachments,  except 
those  contained  (which  scarcely  deserve  the  name  of  Rolls) 
in  a Letter  which  you  or  Gen1  Williams  forwarded  to  me,  and 
the  same  were  immediately  returned  to  Gen1  Williams  with 
information  that  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  make  payment  on 
documents  of  that  description,  and  at  same  time  advised  that 
they  should  be  put  into  a proper  form,  to  enable  me  to  pay 
what  I believed  to  be  justly  due  — To  that  part  of  your  note 
requesting  information  as  to  the  payment  of  Militia  & State 
Troops  discharged  the  16th  of  Sep11  I reply,  that  having  ad- 
dressed Mr  Brent  a number  of  times  on  the  subject,  on  the  3rd 
of  Jany  I received  a Letter  from  him  dated  the  29th  of  Decr 
1813,  giving  a Copy  of  Gen1  Armstrongs  Note  on  the  back  of 
my  Letter  which  was  refered  to  him,  extract  of  which  you  will 
find  in  a Certified  Copy  of  my  Letter  to  Majr  Whittlesey  dated 
the  8th  of  Jany  — immediately  on  receipt  of  the  above  refered 
to  Letter  from  Mr  Brent,  I went  to  New  London  for  the  pur- 
pose of  calling  on  Gen1  Williams  to  inform  him  that  I had  re- 
ceived instructions  for  the  payment  of  the  Troops  — and  at 
same  time  expressed  to  him  my  regret,  that  it  was  not  in  my 
power  to  pay  him  and  the  Chaplains  — and  requested  if  he 
thought  proper,  that  he  would  address  the  Secretary  of  War 
on  the  subject,  (as  I have  a number  of  times  before  requested 
him  on  the  subject  of  the  Militia)  which  he  informed  me  he 
would  do  immediately,  I will  here  remark  that,  the  first  au- 
thority which  I received  for  paying  off  the  Militia  was  con- 
tained in  Mr  Brents  Letter,  of  the  29th  of  Decr  as  you  will 
perceive  by  extracts  in  my  Letter  to  Majr  Whittlesey  of  the 
8th  of  Jany  (N°  4)  refered  to  above,  also  by  Copy  of  my  Letter 
(which  accompanies  this)  to  Mr  Brent  of  the  3rd  of  Jany  (N°  5) 
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acknowledging  receipt  of  the  same  as  was  observed  before,  I 
immediately  waited  on  Gen1  Williams  and  returned  to  Norwich 
from  New  London  on  the  5th  of  Jany  to  compleat  some  business 
which  pressed  hard  upon  my  department,  and  intended  to 
repair  to  Hartford  as  soon  as  information  could  be  given  to 
the  Captains  (of  the  State  Troops  and  Militia)  through  their 
commanding  officers,  to  meet  them  at  that  place,  and  pay  the 
amount  due  to  their  respective  Companies,  for  which  purpose  I 
address’d  a Letter  to  Majr  Whittlesey  on  the  8th  of  Jany  and 
at  same  time  to  Lu1  Coln  Howe  & Shepard,  (N°  6)  certified 
copies  of  each  will  accompany  this,  on  the  Evening  of  the  6th 
of  Jany,  Capts  Waugh  Curtis  & Buckingham,  called  at  this 
office  with  a Letter  from  Majr  Whittlesey  dated  Middletown  5 
Jany,  Copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  notwithstanding  I was  much 
engaged ; immediately  on  their  leaving  the  office  I commenced 
upon  their  papers,  that  no  unnecessary  delay  should  attend 
thier  payment,  I continued  employed  untill  a very  late  hour 
and  rose  and  compleated  them  before  breakfast,  the  next 
morning,  and  immediately  after  left  the  Office  for  the  purpose 
of  calling  on  the  Gentlemen  to  pay  them  off,  which  was  accom- 
plished, and  they  left  Town  before  noon,  informing  me  they 
intended  to  Dine  at  Colchester,  besides  this  I had  a number 
of  interruptions  from  United  States  Officers,  also  paid  Cap11 
Buell,  having  the  day  after  the  receipt  of  Mr  Brents  Letter, 
written  to  him  requesting  he  would  call  on  Friday  (7th  Jany) 
before  noon  and  receive  the  amount  due  his  company,  which 
with  his  usual  punctuality  he  complied  with,  and  met  the 
Gentlemen  above  named  in  front  of  this  office  on  their  way 
out  of  Town,  they  had  called  by  my  request  to  receive  the 
Receipt  Rolls  of  the  Field  & Staff  (State  Troops)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  them  to  Litchfield  & procure  the  signature  of 
Q1  M.  Sergeant  Norman  Prindle,  all  which  will  appear  by  Mr 
Levi  Huntingtons  Deposition  (N°  7)  and  Certified  Copy  of 
my  Letter  to  Cap1  Buell  (N°  8)  enclosed,  from  this  time 
(7th  of  Jany)  to  the  12th  of  Jany  I was  employed  in  preparing 
the  papers  and  making  arrangements  with  the  Bank,  to  possess 
myself  of  suitable  Bills  to  enable  the  commanding  officers  of 
Companies  to  pay  each  man  with  Convenience,  and  dispatch, 
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— on  the  13th  of  Jany  I went  to  Hartford,  I remained  at  that 
place  untill  Monday  evening  the  17th  and  from  thence  I pro- 
ceeded to  New  Haven  where  I stopped  one  day;  urgent  business 
made  it  necessary  for  me  to  proceed  to  New  York,  for  which 
place  I left  New  Haven  on  Wednesday  morning  19th  and  re- 
turned through  New  Haven  Friday  21st  on  my  way  home  to 
this  place,  where  I arrived  on  Saturday  evening  the  22nd  much 
fatigued,  on  Monday  the  24th  conformable  to  former  intentions 
(having  expressed  the  same  to  Cap*  Waugh  and  requested 
him  to  notify  Lu*  Coln  L Smith,  accompanied  with  my  respects 
to  the  same  Gentleman)  I commenced  upon  the  papers  of  the 
Field  & Staff  of  the  State  Troops  & Militia,  and  made  an  ab- 
stract of  Pay  & emoluments  due  to  each  grade  of  Officers  on 
those  Rolls — this  compleated,  I renewed  my  correspondence 
and  addressed  a Letter  to  each  one  by  Mail,  annexing  a par- 
ticular statement  of  their  Pay  &C.  and  forwarded  amo*  due, 
as  appears  by  my  Letter  Book  (submitted  to  your  inspection 
this  day)  from  Copies  of  Letters  written  and  numbered  from 
124  [to]  172  dated  from  the  last  mentioned  date  (24th  of  Jany 
to  the  27th  of  the  same  month,  making  48  Letters,  this  number 
includes  answers  to  20  odd  Letters  which  had  arrived  in  my 
absence  — It  was  not  my  intention  to  have  troubled  you  with 
so  lengthy  a communication  at  this  time,  but  I have  been  thus 
particular  to  make  it  appear  that  I have  not  been  inattentive 
to  the  Claims  of  the  Officers  — or  slept  upon  my  Oars,  indeed 
I believe  I may  say  with  great  truth,  that  not  a moment  of 
unnecessary  delay  has  taken  place  on  my  part,  in  paying  the 
Officers  and  men  their  respective  dues  — I have  laboured 
early  and  late  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  my  Friends  on  account 
of  my  health  to  accomplish  this  object,  in  several  instances  to 
gratify  the  Gentlemen  I have  advanced  the  money  due  (in 
my  private  capacity)  taking  their  conditional  receipt,  obliging 
themselves  to  remunerate  me  in  case  I did  not  eventually 
receive  instructions  to  pay  them,  a like  advance  was  offered 
to  & accepted  by  the  Revd  Mr  Austin  (one  of  the  Chaplains 
discharged  the  16th  Sep*  last)  for  his  accommodation,  knowing 
he  had  advanced  Money  while  in  service,  The  papers  of  the 
Two  refered  to  Detachments  were  all  incorrect,  a new  sett  of 
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each  description  has  been  made  out  by  me,  and  distributed 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  necessary  signatures  — I was 
not  under  the  least  obligation  to  leave  home  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  Gentlemen,  but  to  save  them  trouble  and  expence, 
I went  to  Hartford,  I made  out  their  papers,  and  used  every 
means  in  my  power  that  they  and  their  Men  should  receive 
the  Pay  due  to  them,  — and  have  my  reward  — misrepresen- 
tation, abuse  &c  — you  will  excuse  my  leaving  the  subject  of 
your  inquiry  — I proceed,  and  reply  to  that  part  of  your  Letter 
requesting  information  as  to  the  payment  of  the  Chaplains  — 
Mr  Brent  in  his  Letter  of  the  29th  of  Decr  says  “if  the  number 
of  Militia  amounts  to  a Division,  or  Two  Brigades,  you  can 
with  propriety  pay  the  staff  of  a Division  or  Two  Brigades, 
otherwise  not  - — this  will  include  the  Chaplains”  You  will 
readily  perceive  (already  possessing  knowledge  of  the  number 
of  Troops  in  service  at  that  time,  and  those  discharged  the 
first  of  Novr)  that  I was  not  at  liberty  to  pay  the  acc1  of  the 
commanding  officer,  his  Aids  de  Camp  & the  Chaplains  — On 
my  return  from  New  Haven  the  22nd  of  Jany  (Saturday).  I 
found  a Letter  from  Mr  Brent  dated  14th  same  month  (the 
day  appointed  for  paying  off  at  Hartford)  which  I answered 
on  the  24th,  (N°  9)  they  have  been  submitted  to  your  perusal; 
togather  with  Copy  of  a Letter  addressed  to  Lu*  Cols  Sanford 
and  Sterling,  copies  (N°  11)  of  each  accompanies  this  — I 
wrote  to  the  above  named  Gentlemen,  presuming  it  would  be 
gratifying  to  learn  that  a Letter  of  permission  had  been  re- 
ceived by  me  for  paying  off  the  Chaplains,  and  requested  Colh 
Sterling  to  give  information  to  the  Revd  Mr  Coles,  that  he 
advise  me,  as  to  manner  and  place  to  make  remittance  of  the 
amount  due  him,  I Called  on  the  Revd  Mr  Austin  to  request 
he  would  grant  the  necessary  signatures  to  cover  am1  of  his 
Pay,  some  time  since  advanced,  for  his  accommodation  — 
also  called  at  the  House  of  the  Revd  Mr  McEwen  at  New 
London  for  same  purpose  and  learnt  he  was  absent  from  home, 
on  Majr  Gen1  Williams  & Aid  de  Camp,  with  a request  they 
would  make  out  their  accts  and  present  them  for  payment  — I 
hope  and  trust  from  the  above  statement  of  facts,  which  can 
be  fully  proved  by  Copies  of  Letters  written  and  received  & 
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Depositions  that  His  Excellency  will  do  me  the  justice  to  be- 
lieve every  exertion  has  been  made  on  my  part  to  effect  the 
object  wished  by  all, 

The  Letter  received  from  Lut  Col3  Sanford  and  Sterling  & 
Majrs  Morrison  & Ellsworth  (N.13ol6)  and  referred  to  in 
the  first  part  of  this  Letter,  Copies  of  Each  accompanying  this 
communication,  are  submitted  for  His  Excellencys  perusal,  to 
shew  in  what  light  those  Gentlemen  viewed  my  Conduct  in 
paying  off  the  Detachments  under  their  Command  discharged 
the  first  of  Nov  last,  at  that  time  funds  had  not  arrived  for  the 
payment  of  said  Troops,  after  a number  of  propositions  re- 
ceived and  made,  I finally  made  one  to  the  above  named 
Gentlemen,  which  they  approved,  and  accepted,  and  gave  me 
their  joint  note,  payable  on  demand,  at  the  Norwich  Bank 
(offering  to  pay  Interest  which  I declined,  provided  I did  not 
have  to  pay  any)  — I believe  you  will  recollect  this  transaction, 
as  application  was  made  to  you  as  President  of  that  Institu- 
tion, suffise  to  say  the  indulgence  asked  was  granted,  the 
Money  procured,  and  the  Troops  all  paid  off,  except  the  Two 
Chaplains  — the  difficulty  in  paying  their  accounts  was  at 
the  time  made  known,  not  only  to  them  but  to  the  command- 
ing officers  — Five  days  and  part  of  four  nights  I was  con- 
stantly engaged  in  making  out  the  papers  of  those  Detach- 
ments, scarcely  allowing  myself  time  to  eat  — Two  nights  I 
got  no  sleep,  but  continued  writing  through  the  night,  the 
day  on  which  the  business  was  compleated  I was  so  much 
indisposed,  that  it  became  necessary  for  me  to  go  to  Bed,  not- 
withstanding the  very  serious  inconvenience,  which  I suffered, 
and  the  great  exposure  of  my  health,  I felt  amply  compensated, 
in  the  satisfaction  expressed  by  the  Officers  & men  in  receiving 
the  amount  due  them,  it  would  be  a particular  gratification 
to  me,  and  I presume  at  this  time  to  request  through  you  that 
His  Excellency  will  communicate  with  those  Gentlemen  re- 
specting their  Pay,  that  of  the  Troops,  and  the  withholding 
the  same  from  the  Chaplains  — Trusting  in  your  goodness  to 
excuse  my  troubling  you  with  so  lengthy  a communication 
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I remain  with  sentiments  of  Respect

Your  demand  for  expenses  incurred  in  accompanying  the 
field  pieces  to  Killingworth  should  be.  presented  to  the  Q.  M. 
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each  description  has  been  made  out  by  me,  and  distributed 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  necessary  signatures  — I was 
not  under  the  least  obligation  to  leave  home  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  Gentlemen,  but  to  save  them  trouble  and  expence, 
I went. to  Hartford,  I made  out  their  papers,  and  used  every 
means  in  my  power  that  they  and  their  Men  should  receive 
the  Pay  due  to  them,  — and  have  my  reward  — misrepresen- 
tation, abuse  &c  — you  will  excuse  my  leaving  the  subject  of 
your  inquiry  — I proceed,  and  reply  to  that  part  of  your  Letter 
requesting  information  as  to  the  payment  of  the  Chaplains  - — 
Mr  Brent  in  his  Letter  of  the  29th  of  Decr  says  “if  the  number 
of  Militia  amounts  to  a Division,  or  Two  Brigades,  you  can 
with  propriety  pay  the  staff  of  a Division  or  Two  Brigades, 
otherwise  not  — this  will  include  the  Chaplains”  You  will 
readily  perceive  (already  possessing  knowledge  of  the  number 
of  Troops  in  service  at  that  time,  and  those  discharged  the 
first  of  Novr)  that  I was  not  at  liberty  to  pay  the  acc1  of  the 
commanding  officer,  his  Aids  de  Camp  & the  Chaplains  — On 
my  return  from  New  Haven  the  22nd  of  Jany  (Saturday).  I 
found  a Letter  from  Mr  Brent  dated  14th  same  month  (the 
day  appointed  for  paying  off  at  Hartford)  which  I answered 
on  the  24th,  (N°  9)  they  have  been  submitted  to  your  perusal; 
togather  with  Copy  of  a Letter  addressed  to  Lu1  Cols  Sanford 
and  Sterling,  copies  (N°  11)  of  each  accompanies  this  — I 
wrote  to  the  above  named  Gentlemen,  presuming  it  would  be 
gratifying  to  learn  that  , a Letter  of  permission  had  been  re- 
ceived by  me  for  paying  off  the  Chaplains,  and  requested  Coln 
Sterling  to  give  information  to  the  Revd  Mr  Coles,  that  he 
advise  me,  as  to  manner  and  place  to  make  remittance  of  the 
amount  due  him,  I Called  on  the  Revd  Mr  Austin  to  request 
he  would  grant  the  necessary  signatures  to  cover  am1  of  his 
Pay,  some  time  since  advanced,  for  his  accommodation  — 
also  called  at  the  House  of  the  Revd  Mr  McEwen  at  New 
London  for  same  purpose  and  learnt  he  was  absent  from  home, 
on  Majr  Gen1  Williams  & Aid  de  Camp,  with  a request  they 
would  make  out  their  accts  and  present  them  for  payment  — I 
hope  and  trust  from  the  above  statement  of  facts,  which  can 
be  fully  proved  by  Copies  of  Letters  written  and  received  <& 
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Depositions  that  His  Excellency  will  do  me  the  justice  to  be- 
lieve every  exertion  has  been  made  on  my  part  to  effect  the 
object  wished  by  all, 

The  Letter  received  from  Lu*  Col3  Sanford  and  Sterling  & 
Majrs  Morrison  & Ellsworth  (N.13ol6)  and  referred  to  in 
the  first  part  of  this  Letter,  Copies  of  Each  accompanying  this 
communication,  are  submitted  for  His  Excellencys  perusal,  to 
shew  in  what  light  those  Gentlemen  viewed  my  Conduct  in 
paying  off  the  Detachments  under  their  Command  discharged 
the  first  of  Nov  last,  at  that  time  funds  had  not  arrived  for  the 
payment  of  said  Troops,  after  a number  of  propositions  re- 
ceived and  made,  I finally  made  one  to  the  above  named 
Gentlemen,  which  they  approved,  and  accepted,  and  gave  me 
their  joint  note,  payable  on  demand,  at  the  Norwich  Bank 
(offering  to  pay  Interest  which  I declined,  provided  I did  not 
have  to  pay  any)  — I believe  you  will  recollect  this  transaction, 
as  application  was  made  to  you  as  President  of  that  Institu- 
tion, suffise  to  say  the  indulgence  asked  was  granted,  the 
Money  procured,  and  the  Troops  all  paid  off,  except  the  Two 
Chaplains  — the  difficulty  in  paying  their  accounts  was  at 
the  time  made  known,  not  only  to  them  but  to  the  command- 
ing officers  — Five  days  and  part  of  four  nights  I was  con- 
stantly engaged  in  making  out  the  papers  of  those  Detach- 
ments, scarcely  allowing  myself  time  to  eat  — Two  nights  I 
got  no  sleep,  but  continued  writing  through  the  night,  the 
day  on  which  the  business  was  compleated  I was  so  much

accompanying  it, 

by  request  of  His  Excellency,  I communicate  with  you 
at  this  time  on  the  Subject  of  the  small  Detachments  of  Militia 
arrayed  at  different  points  on  the  coast  the  last  season,  His 
Excellency  is  pleased  to  say,  that  in  his  view  the  opinion  of  the 
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Secretary  of  War  fairly  includes  the  Muster  Rolls  of  the  above 
refered  to  detachments  as  well  as  those  of  the  Troops  that 
Served  at  New  London,  I was  at  first  inclined  to  the  same 
opinion;  but  on  examining  my  communications  to  the  Pay 
Masters  Department,  I found  that  by  accident,  no  mention 
had  been  made  of  these  detachments,  therefore  I considered 
the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War  confined  to  the  Troops 
that  served  at  N London,  I made  another  communication 
to  the  Pay  Master  Gen1  respectfully  urging  speedy  permission 
to  discharge  their  claims,  meantime  having  learnt,  that  Gen1 
Williams  had  frequently  expressed  his  opinion  I was  authorized 
to  pay  all  claims , indeed;  asserted  I had  received  positive  orders 
so  to  do,  I requested  he  would  furnish  me  with  Copies  of  his 
Letters  to  the  Departments  at  Washington  and  answers  re- 
ceived from  the  same,  wishing  if  possible  to  seize  upon  a

within  the  limits  of  the  Twenty  sixth  Regiment  to  recruit  the 
company  under  thier  command  at  pleasure  from  the  ranks  of 
said  Regiment  without  legal  Authority  and  without  paying 
attention  to  the  Law  relative  to  the  strength  of  the  Horse  & 
Foot  and  that  this  assumption  of  power  in  the  Captain  of  the 
Horse  has  been  submitted  to  by  the  Officers  of  the  Infantry  — 
and  that  the  Captains  of  the  Horse  have  been  in  the  practice 
of  permitting  some  of  the  men  under  thier  command  to  neglect 
performance  of  duty  & of  accepting  others  who  are  subjects 
of  duty  in  the  Foot  to  supply  thier  places  by  buying  the  equip- 
ments of  those  who  were  permitted  to  stand  by  as  thier  term  is 

these  proceedings  gave  uneasiness  to  the  Regiment 

not  long  after  my  Appointment  to  its  command  I 

gave  notice  to  the  Capt  of  the  Horse  that  such  procedings 
would  not  in  future  be  submitted  to- — upon  a state- 

ment of  the  above  facts  being  made  to  General  Hinman  in 
presence  of  some  of  the  Field  & Staff  officers  he  gave  his  word 
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that  he  would  not  give  an  order  to  the  Troop  to  recruit  upon 
the  Regiment  untill  I should  have  opportunity  to  shew  the 
relative  strength  of  the  Regiment  & the  Troop this  prom- 

ise was  renewed  two  years  successively  from  the  first  promise 

— yet  the  General  did  give  to  the  Captain  of  the  Troop  an 
order  authorising  enlistments  from  almost  every  Company 
in  the  Regiment  — when  as  I believe  it  would  be  prooved  the 
roll  of  the  Troop  was  more  than  full  allowing  them  the  men 
they  had  taken  in  thier  own  way  — who  had  actually  done 
duty  in  the  Troop  and  were  given  up  by  the  officers  of  the  Foot 

the  Captain  of  the  Troop  proceded  with  his  order  and 

enlisted  men  from  Companies  that  could  not  muster  thirty 
six  men  including  Officers  — this  gave  uneasiness  to  the  Foot 

— the  Officers  applyed  to  me  and  I advised  them  to  resist  the 
Order  upon  the  ground  of  its  illegality  as  being  against  the 
letter  of  the  statute  — fines  were  laid  against  those  who  had 
enlisted,  the  fined  appealed  to  the  Gen1  who  either  did  not 
determin  at  all  or  determined  in  favour  of  the  appelant  without 
giving  legal  notice  to  the  officer  imposing  the  fine  — 

Affairs  remain  in  this  situation  and  I solicit  your  Excel- 
lencys  advise  how  I shall  procede  in  the  case  whither  it  is 
proper  & best  for  the  Interest  & well  being  of  the  Brigade  that

Fort  Fenwick.  They  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that 
such  a measure  ought  not  to  be  adopted  — under  present 
circumstances  & prospects  — 

Should  you  be  seriously  threatened  with  an  attack  I can 
only  repeat  that  the  standing  laws  of  the  state  enable  any  mili- 
tary officer  to  array  the  men  under  his  command  for  your 
protection,  giving  the  immediate  notice  prescribed. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  proceed  with  the  proof  of  the 
iron  ordnance  during  the  severe  frost  — Col.  Staples  who  is 
employed  in  that  service  will  make  no  unnecessary  delay  in 
accomplishing  it.

Report  of  sd  Committee. 

To  his  Excellency  John  Cotton  Smith 
Esquire  Governor  of  the  state  of  Connecticut. 

May  it  please  Your  Excellency: 

We  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kent,  beg  leave  to 
present  to  You,  Sir,  with  the  highes  respect,  this  our  petition. 

Your  Petitioners  conceive  that  we  have  been  Rashly  and 
and  Wantonly  plunged  into  a War;  the  greatest  calamity  that 
can  befall  a Nation.  The  folly  of  commencing  this  War,  with- 
out preperation,  is  perhaps  without  a paralel  in  history!  Nor 
does  the  manner  of  conducting  it  evince  more  ability,  or  wis- 
dom, while  the  attempts  to  convert  the  Malitia  into  a perma- 
nent Army,  and  to  employ  them  for  the  invasion  of  a forreign 
Territory;  while  the  defence  of  the  Several  States  has  been

only  partially  provided  for,  or  wholly  neglected,  manifest  a 
disposition  to  violate  the  spirit  and  the  litter  of  the  Consti- 
tution, in  its  most  important  articles. 

Your  Petitioners  beg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest  that,  al- 
though our  rulers  have  declared  War,  we  are  wholly  ignorant 
of  the  object  in  view.  Is  it  to  conquer  Canada;  Is  it  for  sailors 
rights  as  is  represented;  Or  is  it  not,  to  raise  themselves  into 
power  and  establish  a Military  despotism;  and  bring  the 
Eastern  States  into  Vassalage.  — We  confess  with  anxiety 
that  the  last  is  what  we  fear.  — The  awful  Juncture  has  arrived 
in  which  silent  submission  to  measures  pursued  by  our  Gen- 
eral Government  is  not  a virtue,  but  a crime,  does  patriotism 
forbid  us  to  complain  when  we  are  compelled  to  afford  our  aid 
in  carrying  on  a self  destructive  war  under  the  false  pretence 
of  defending  sailors  rights?  A war  commenced  in  rashness, 
carried  on  with  weakness  and  likely  to  terminate  in  infamy; 
And  an  Oppressive  load  of  taxes  laid  at  the  verry  moment 
that  the  country  is  stripped  of  the  means  of  paying  them; 
Your  petitioners  fear  that  if  the  unhallowed  ambition  of  the 
Cabinett  does  not  meet  with  some  check  from  the  Eastern 
States  we  shall  forever  bid  a final  farewell  to  the  blessings  of 
fredom,  and  the  rights  of  Man. 

We  also  fear  that  free  discussions  of  public  men  and  measures 
will  not  much  longer  be  tolerated.  And  our  rights,  our  laws, 
and  Constitution  will  be  trampled  under  foot;  and  we  shall  be 
deprived  of  the  last  miserable  Solace,  that  of  complaining  with 
impunity.  Removed  as  we  are  from  the  scene  of  bloodshed  and 
in  consequence  of  our  local  situation,  having  nothing  to  fear 
from  enemy;  it  may  be  said  that  our  anxiety  should  cease: 
But  when  the  cries  of  the  Widow  and  the  Fatherless  are  sound- 
ing in  our  ears:  when  so  many  of  our  fellow  countrymen  have 
fallen  in  battle  — and  other  daily  are  forced  from  thier  homes 
and  thier  temperate  climate  to  the  bleak  and  [sic.]  Houseless 
regions  of  Canada:  while  the  smoke  is  ascending  before  our 
eyes  from  conflagrated  villages,  whose  miserable  inhabitants 
are  flying  helpless  upon  the  world  — and  while  our  commerce 
and  our  seaboard  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  enemy.  — Can  the 
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yeomanry  of  Connecticut  remain  unconcerned?  Permit 
us  to  express  our  astonishment  at  the  resolution  introduced 
to  Congress  by  Mr  Wright  of  Maryland.  That  Resolution  is 
pregnant  with  consequences  of  the  most  fearful  and  allarming 
character  — Consequences  subversive  of  the  cardinal  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution,  destructive  of  the  fundamental 
principals  of  civil  liberty,  and  in  perfect  coincidence  with 
those  detested  maxims  which  constitute  the  laws  of  a Milatary 
despotism.  This  measure  is  viewed  with  horror  by  every  honest 
man  in  [the]  community.  The  Minority  in  Congress,  have  to 
their  everlasting  honor,  entered  their  solemn  protest  against 
thier  devissions,  and  have  firmly  dissented,  and  thus  rescued 
their  reputation,  from  that  gulph  of  infamy  which  has  swal- 
lowed their  Brethren. 

We  can  yet  Join  in  congratulation  with  our  Revolutionary 
Fathers,  that  we  have  the  right  of  trial  by  a Jury  of  the  coun- 
try by  men  drawn  from  the  community;  the  creatures  of  no 
party,  responsible  to  no  power;  but  thier  conscience  and  their 
God.  And  may  this  right  be  continued  to  us  — Such  liberty 
as  will  make  Government  stable;  and  such  Government  as 
will  make  liberty  immortal? 

Your  Petitioners  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  injustice  of 
being  compelled  to  pay  the  present  direct  tax  untill  the 
Southern  States  have  j}aid  in  full  their  quota  of  the  direct  tax 
of  1798  and  also  the  present  one,  or  at  least  give  evidence 
which,  to  your  Excellency  shall  be  satisfactory  that  they  will 
be  made  to  do  it. 

Your  petitioners  beg  leave  to  mention,  that  it  is  not  their 
intention  to  request  any  thing  which  is  unjust,  unreasonable, 
or  unconstitutional,  but  understanding  that  in  some  of  the 
states  they  are  wholly  in  the  rear,  and  others  partially  so,  we 
feel  that,  as  these  are  the  verry  States  that  have  plunged  us 
into  war,  and  disgrace  they  ought  to  sustain,  at  least  a part 
of  the  expense. 

Your  petitioners  would  further  express  their  apprehensions 
in  view  of  the  vast  debt  which  Government  is  accumulating 
against  these  United  States,  and  which,  in  a short  time,  they 
will  be  unable  to  liquidate.  And  we  feel  that  wie>  hh‘ve  borne 
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insult’  superadded  to  injury  untill  the  cup  of  humiliation  is 
exhausted  to  the  dregs.  > 

It  is  time  that  the  National  spirit  rise,  and  demand  measures 
which  shall  be  more  congenial  to  our  Interest  and  to  Our  honor  ; 
It  is  neither  the  intention  nor  the  wish  of  your  petitioners  to 
display  an  exaggerated  account  of  the  evils  which  surround  us. 
But  taking  them  into  serious  consideration  we  feel  impelled 
by  duty  to  request  your  Excellency,  either  to  call  a special 
meeting  of  the  State  Legislature,  or  lay  the  subject  of  this 
petition  before  them  at  an  early  day  at  their  Session  in  May- 
next.  ; — If  your  opinion  should  corespond  with  your  peti- 
tioners, to  devise  and  carry  into  execution  such  .Constitu- 
tional measures,  as  may  be  calculated  to  afford  relief  from  the 
evils  which  we  now  feel,  and  prevent  those  which  we  haye 
reason  to  apprehend.  — ;

Your  favour  of  the  2nd  instant,  postmarked  the  16th  is  this 
day  received  — According  to  your  representation*  the  accuracy 
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of  which  I cannot  doubt,  the  troop  within  the  limits  of  the 
26th  regiment  has  been  recruited  in  a very  improper  manner; 
and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  officer  then  command- 
ing the  brigade  had  not  at  the  time  been  called  to  a strict 
account  not  merely  for  tolerating  but  authorizing  such  flagrant 
irregularities  — He  is  now  placed  out  of  the  pale  of  military 
discipline,  and  as  the  proper  corrections  were  not  seasonably 
applied  it  is  difficult  now  to  vacate  his  orders  wholly,  altho* 
they  were  manifestly  illegal  — The  case  will  admit  perhaps 
of  a partial  remedy  only  — 

I should  advise  that,  under  existing  circumstances,  the  recruits 
who  have  completely  equipped  themselves  for  service  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  troop.  — Those  who  are  not  thus 
equipped  fall  within  the  province  of  the  11th  section  of  the  act 
for  forming  & conducting  the  military  of  the  State  and  should 
be  dealt  with  accordingly  — To  stand  by  a phrase  and  an  abuse 
which  I trust  is  novel  in  this  state  is  on  no  account  to  be 
included  — 

If  including  men  of  this  description  the  troop  has  more 
than  its  complement  it  should  be  reduced  at  all  events  by  re- 
storing the  surplus  number  to  their  places  in  the  infantry  — 
In  performing  this  duty  it  is  obvious  much  prudence  and  dis- 
cretion will  be  required  — None  are  to  be  excused  on  the  score 
of  age  merely  who  are  between  eighteen  & forty-five  — The 
practice  which  has  too  generally  obtained  of  exempting  from 
service  those  who  have  reached  the  age  of  forty  is  a serious 
injury  to  the  militia  and  a gross  violation  of  the  law.

We  the  undersigned,  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Goshen  beg 
leave  to  represent  to  your  Excellency  the  situation  of  the 
militia  in  this  Town  — 1 and  respectfully  request  that  you  would 
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take  the  Subject  into  consideration,  and  make  such  alterations 
as  Shall  appear  best  to  your  Excellency,  when  the  case  Shall 
be  fully  made  Known  to  you  — 

The  Town  is  about  nine  miles  in  length  — and  four  and  one 
half  in  width,  and  is  divided  into  two  military  districts,  the 
South  part  making  one  — and  the  north  part  the  other  — in 
each  of  which  there  is  a Company  of  Militia  who  make  the 
Central  part  of  their  respective  districts  the  place  of  there 
usual  rendorvous  — Originally  these  two  companies  composed 
the  military  force  of  the  Town  — excepting  Some  few  who 
belonged  to  a Company  of  Horse  — The  Companies  being 
full  — they  were  ambitious  — and  were  well  displined  in  the 
Elements  of  war  — and  Such  were  the  numbers  and  military 
spirit  of  the  place  that  about  fourteen  years  since  a third  and 
independant  Company  was  raised  which  had  for  its  limits  the 
limits  of  the  Regiment  but  which  has  not  been  extended  beyond

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  26th  ult.  I have  to  observe 
that  the  Paymaster  Gen1  has  authority  only  to  pay  the  militia 
lately  in  Service  the  allowance  granted  by  the  State  beyond 
the  wages  presented  by  the  act  of  Congress  — 

The  United  States  have  assumed  the  payment  of  our 
militia  & state  troops  as  well  the  several  sections  ordered  out  at 
various  points  on  the  coast  as  those  stationed  at  N.  London  — 
Major  Geo.  L.  Perkins  the  U.  S.  paymaster  at  Norwich  informs 
me,  thro’  the  adjutant  gen1  that  he  is  ready  to  discharge  the 
sums  yet  behind  as  soon  as  the  muster  rolls  duly  made  out, 
shall  be  presented  — I have  directed  the  adjutant  gen1  to  pro- 
cure the  proper  forms  from  Major  Perkins  & transmit  them 
to  the  different  brigades  whence  detachments  were  taken  that 
remain  unpaid  — He  has  no  doubt  done  so  in  those  cases  where 
returns  had  been  made  to  his  office  — The  death  of  Gen1 
Merriman  probably  prevented  any  return  from  the  2nd  brigade

Sir , 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday  last,  two  British  armed  Ves- 
sels, one  a Ship  of  about  20  guns  and  the  other  a large  Brig, 
came  to  anchor,  just  without  the  bar,  at  the  mouth  of  Con- 
necticut river.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  same  night,  Six  boats 
with  about  200  men,  left  the  vessels,  and  proceeded  into  the 
river,  and  at  about  4 oclock,  in  the  morning,  arrived  unper- 
ceived at  Pettipaug  landing  in  Say  Brook.  They  landed,  & at 
once  became  possessed  of  the  place  & of  all  of  the  shipping  lying 
there,  — I was  informed  the  inhabitants  were  told  that  they 
came  not  to  injure  property  on  shore;  — their  object  was  to 
destroy  Commerce,  and  on  condition  the  inhabitants  would 
Submit  quietly,  & without  resistance,  to  permit  all  the  shipping 
to  be  destroyed,  their  persons,  houses,  &c  should  not  be  mo- 
lested. — In  this  state  of  things,  the  people  were  obliged  to 
submit,  and  the  result  has  been,  the  burning  of  between  20  & 
30  vessels,  some  of  which  were  very  large  — The  value,  of  what 
have  been  burnt,  Pdont  know,  probably  between  1500  & 
200.000.  Dollars. 

The  enemy  made  an  attempt  to  get  off  two  of  the  sharp 
vessels,  but  the  wind  being  ahead,  they  were  unable  to  do  it;  — 
from  this  cause  or  some  other,  they  did  not  leave  the  river 
untill  between  8,  & 9.  oclock  in  the  evening,  which  they  were 
enabled  to  do  by  the  darkness  of  the  night  without  harm  — 
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The  notice  given  to  the  militia,  and  to  the  General  officers  at 
New  London,  was  not  so  speedy,  as  could  be  desired:  to  hear 
cannon  in  various  directions,  is  so  common,  as  to  excite  no 
alarm,  and  I do  not  know  that  any  alarm  guns  were  fired  — 
and  the  smoke  of  vessels  although  seen  raised  no  suspicions, 
that  the  enemy  were  burning  our  vessels,  for  scarcely  a day 
passes  this  Season  of  the  year,  but  large  Smoke  is  made,  from 
burning  the  thatch  on  our  salt  meadows,  which  sometimes 
continue  a day  or  two.  — I live  but  about  seven  or  eight  miles 
from  the  Scene  of  devastation,  & saw  the  Smoke,  but  had  no 
idea  of  the  cause  of  it,  untill  about  10.  oclock  in  the  forenoon. 
The  militia  came  in  very  slowly,  and  it  was  nearly  night,  before 
any  considerable  force  was  collected:  and  when  the  state  of 
their  arms  & ammunition  were  examined,  they  were  found 
to  be  very  deficient  — four  pieces  of  Artillery  were  finally 
brought  to  this  side  of  the  river,  and  about  as  many  on  the 
other  side,  but  a great  scarcity  of  Ammunition  was  found  to 
exist  — I believe  an  Attempt  would  have  been  made,  to  have 
taken  two  of  the  Coasting  vessels  lying  this  side  the  river  & 
made  a direct  attack  upon  the  barges,  but  the  deficiency  of 
arms  & ammunition  prevented  — 

I hope  we  shall  have  no  more  visits  from  our  Enemy,  but 
we  are  placed  much  in  their  power  —

New  London  April  9th  1814 

The  Enemy  in  several  Barges  carrying  about  200  Men 
appeared  yesterday  Morning  at  daylight  in  front  of  Pettipaug 
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just  above  Saybrook  to  which  place  they  had  been  attracted 
by  a number  of  vessels  there  laid  up  for  security.  A company 
of  marines  formed  & exercised  in  the  principal  Street  of  the 
village  as  I understand  & gave  assurances  to  the  Inhabitants 
that  they  should  not  be  disturbed  nor  should  their  dwellings 
be  injured  as  the  sole  object  of  the  Expedition  was  the  de- 
struction of  the  navigation  there  collected.  Their  promises 
were  faithfully  executed  both  in  the  protection  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants & their  houses  as  well  as  in  the  compleat  destruction  of 
about  twenty  sail  of  vessels  which  with  the  property  on  board 
of  them  are  valued  at  $100,000  & upwards.  This  loss  has  fallen 
upon  Citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York  as  well  as  Inhabitants 
of  this  State.  What  adds  to  my  Regret  is  that  the  British  con- 
tinued in  front  of  Pettipaug  & five  or  six  miles  within  the 
mouth  of  Connecticut  River  from  daylight  yesterday  morning 
untill  after  sunset  last  Evening  without  receiving  any  annoy- 
ance from  us.  The  Stage  which  arrived  here  at  about  1 1 Oclock 
AM  of  the  8th  brought  the  first  Intelligence  of  the  sufferings 
of  our  fellow  Citizens.  It  was  supposed  by  the  officers  of  the 
United  States  as  well  as  myself  that  their  work  was  probably 
completed  & that  they  had  descended  the  River  before  the 
Stage  reached  here  & had  arrived  at  their  vessels  two  of  which 
were  anchored  just  without  the  Bar  to  further  the  object  of  the 
Expedition.  Soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  stage  one  of  the  Gen- 
tlemen from  Lyme  came  in  for  assistance  & Cap*  French  of 
the  artillery  with  his  field  piece  was  immediately  despatched 
to  their  Relief.  Commodore  Decatur  ordered  a Body  of  Ma- 
rines from  his  Squadron  & Gen1  Burbeck  a detachment  from 
Fort  Trumbull  to  aid  in  capturing  the  Enemy.  A number  of 
Officers  & Citizens  voluntered  their  Services  & all  haste  was 
made  by  taking  up  carriages  & horses  to  reach  Lyme  ferry  as 
soon  as  practicable.  — Col  Kingsbury  Captains  Jones  & 
Biddle  with  Gen1  Isham  & myself  arrived  at  the  Scene  of  action 
just  before  Sunset  & the  artillery  from  this  Town  together 
with  that  from  Lyme  & Saybrook  was  placed  in  the  most  ad- 
vantagious  position  to  cut  off  the  retreat  of  the  barges  which 
at  this  time  were  along  side  a schooner  at  anchor  about  half 
way  between  Lyme  & Pettipaug  & without  the  reach  of  ar- 
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tillery  from  either  side.  On  board  of  this  Schooner  the  whole 
british  force  well  armed  was  prepared  for  effectual  Resistance. 
Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  when  aid  was  requested 
many  of  the  marines  & the  detachment  from  Fort  Trumbull 
did  not  arrive  untill  Sun  set  & before  a sufficient  number  of 
men  properly  armed  could  be  collected  & the  necessary  ar- 
rangements made  it  became  dark.  The  British  seized  the  first 
moments  afterwards  & silently  took  to  their  Barges.  — The 
Rapidity  of  the  current  at  this  season  of  the  year  would  soon 
have  carried  them  beyond  our  Reach  without  the  aid  of  oars  & 
so  favored  were  they  by  the  night  that  not  a person  knew  when 
they  passed.  I cannot  sufficiently  express  the  deep  mortification 
which  I feel  that  such  an  attack  should  be  made  upon  us  & 
under  such  circumstances  & that  the  assailants  have  excaped 
unpunished 

This  Expedition  together  with  the  Report  that  Admiral 
Cochrane  who  is  to  command  on  the  american  station  has  a 
Body  of  Troops  under  him  make  it  my  Duty  to  state  to  your 
Excellency  the  unprepared  condition  of  this  quarter  to  receive 
the  Enemy  should  any  future  attack  be  made.  Responsible  as 
my  station  is,  I feel  that  in  the  hour  of  peril  much  censure  may 
be  attached  to  me  unless  some  thing  more  is  accomplished 
than  merely  to  order  in  the  militia.  They  ought  to  come  pre- 
pared for  the  emergency  but  we  have  neither  powder  Balls 
nor  fixed  ammunition  & I need  not  name  to  your  Excellency 
that  the  militia  are  generally  very  deficient  in  arms  upon  which 
any  reliance  can  be  placed  for  service.  I have  therefore  to  re- 
quest that  some  early  provision  be  made  as  to  all  the  subjects 
above  mentioned  & upon  which  I had  just  before  written  your 
Excellency  when  the  Affair  at  Saybrook  detained  my  Letter 
and  added  new  force  to  the  propriety  of  my  Request

DAVID  HUMPHREYS  TO  JOHN  COTTON  SMITH

(Confidential)  New  Haven  (Butler’s  Hotel) 

Sunday  Ev8  April  10th 
Dear  Sir  11  oClock  1814. 

The  heavy  & afflictive  misfortune  which  has  just  happened 
by  the  destruction  of  the  Shipping  at  Pettipaug,  the  apparent 
change  of  system,  the  greatly  augmented  force  on  this  station, 
which  certainly  would  not  have  been  sent  without  an  object  to 
be  accomplished  the  unexampled  boldness  of  the  Enemy  is 
penetrating  so  far  & remaining  so  long,  and  the  facility  with 
which  their  object  has  been  effected,  have  excited  no  incon- 
siderable apprehension  of  danger  among  the  Inhabitants  of 
this  part  of  the  Coast. 

At  the  request  of  several  Gentlemen  of  respectability,  I 
trouble  your  Excy  with  this  exposition  of  the  grounds  of  their 
alarm;  increased,  likewise,  by  the  want  of  efficient  means  & 
concert  for  their  defence  — & rendered  almost  desperate  by  the 
deplorable  condition  of  the  Fort  of  the  U.  S.  and  the  deficiency 
of  several  articles  indispensable  for  the  successful  employment 
of  our  own  military  force.  Nor  would  it,  in  my  judgment,  be  so 
hazardous  an  Expedition  to  attempt  the  destruction  of  the 
vessels  here,  as  was  that  of  the  Enemy  up  Connecticut  River. 

I am  informed  by  two  Officers,  who  have  visited  the  Fort 
this  afternoon,  that  the  Officer  of  the  U.  S.  commanding  there, 
has  30  Men  under  his  command,  with  only  six  musquets  fit 
for  service,  altogether  destitute  of  musquet  Cartridges,  pro- 
vided with  only  thirteen  Rounds  of  Cannon  Cartridges,  and 
having  neither  a supply  of  Powder,  grape  or  canister  Shot. 
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Your  Excy  will  doubtless  be  informed  by  Lieut.  Col° 
Staples  of  the  bad  quality  of  the  Powder  sent  to  him  by  the 
Quarter  Master  Gen1.  It  appears  totally  unfit  for  use. 

The  Officers  of  Militia  represent  a great  deficiency  of 
effective  arms  & accoutrements  to  prevail  in  their  Companies; 
as  not  having  more  than  one  firearm  to  two  Men.  Brigr  Gen1 
Howe  will,  I doubt  not,  state  the  facts  to  your  Excy,  in  report- 
ing the  judicious  measures  of  vigilance,  which  he  had  adopted 
to  prevent  surprize.  Arms  are  not  now  to  be  had  for  Money, 
in  any  quantities. 

It  is  apprehended,  that  this  want  of  preparation,  of  which 
the  Enemy  can  scarcely  fail  of  being  apprised,  may,  if  con- 
tinued, serve  as  a strong  encouragement  or  rather  invitation 
to  Enterprise,  considering  the  success  of  his  last  Expedition; 
which,  it  is  supposed,  has  been  attended,  with  no  loss  on  his 
part.  Without  knowing  more  of  the  details,  I presume  to  say 
nothing  of  the  discredit,  which,  I fear,  will  attach  to  this  State, 
by  those  who  are  peculiarly  unfriendly  to  it. 

How  far  or  how  soon  any  of  the  deficiencies  can  be  sup- 
plied, I am  unable  to  determine.  But  I have  understood,  by 
accident,  a number  of  Arms  are  placed  in  the  charge  of  Majr 
Gen1  Hubbard,  by  your  Excy’8  direction:  — which  will  prove  a 
most  seasonable  & valuable  resource  in  case  of  emergency,  if 
distributed  instantly  with  Cartridges.  If  deposited  in  Hamden, 
near  the  General’s  House,  they  are  not  so  much  at  hand  as  they 
would  be,  at  Hotchkiss  Town,  (so  called)  where  the  roads  fork, 
& which  is  some  what  nearer  to  this  City,  and  the  probable 
point  of  attack. 

There  are,  also,  two  twelve  Pounders,  here,  which,  if 
mounted,  might  probably  be  used  with  good  effect.  It  is  very 
desireable  in  my  opinion,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Citizens,  that 
they  should  be  immediately  delivered  to  the  Artillery  Company 
of  Exempts  raised  in  this  City  . . . than  which,  I presume,  there 
is  not  a better  Company  in  the  U.  S.  for  real  defence. 

The  Mounting  them,  I understand,  would  not  cost  more 
than  $60  each:  & it  might  be  done  in  a very  short  time;  the 
seasoned  timber  being  ready  - provided.  These,  I conceive, 
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are  well  calculated  for  the  defence  of  the  Harbour  with  round 
or  grape  Shot,  if  placed  at  the  end  of  the  Wharf.  The  knowledge 
of  their  being  thus  placed  & effectively  ready  for  action,  might 
probably  deter  Barges  from  attempting  to  enter,  except  in 
great  force,  of  which  timely  notice  might  always  be  obtained. 

Might  not  the  knowledge  of  Alarm-Guns  for  Signals  at  all 
times;  Beacons  to  be  fired  at  night;  & designated  Places  of 
Rendezvous  for  every  Corps,  of  every  description  of  arm;  being 
es[ta]blished,  have  the  same  tendency  of  deterring  from  attack, 
as  well  as  that  of  more  speedily  collecting  together  a force 
for  defence? 

I trust  your  Excy  will  have  the  goodness  to  pardon  these 
suggestions,  in  my  mind,  highly  important  at  the  moment;  and 
arising  solely  from  a desire  to  prevent  exceedingly  great  losses 
& calamities,  which  are  perhaps  susceptible  of  being  prevented 
by  anticipation.  Nothing  can  be  more  true  than  the  position , 
to  be  prepared  for  the  hour  of  danger  is  often  to  avert  its  evil 
consequences. 

I am  sorry  that  the  ill  state  of  my  wife’s  health,  who  has 
been  very  sick  in  this  Place  for  more  than  six  weeks  past, 
(altho’  now,  I hope,  convalescent)  prevents  me  from  paying 
my  personal  respects  to  Your  Excy,  on  so  interesting  an  occa- 
sion. The  same  reason  will,  likewise,  oblige  me  to  decline  taking 
a Seat  in  the  Legislature  at  a Crisis,  which,  I consider  of  the 
utmost  importance,  especially  to  the  Eastern  States. 

If  an  armistice  shall  not  be  agreed  on,  will  not  our  Coasts 
be,  in  all  human  probability  more  exposed  to  insult  & ravage, 
than  heretofore?  In  that  case,  what  measure  could  promise 
more  Utility  than  making  a common  cause  of  defence,  through- 
out the  States  in  this  quarter  of  the  Union,  in  imitation  of 
former  example,  ever  since  the  first  Settlement  of  New  Eng- 
land? Could  the  adoption  of  such  a constitutional  measure  be 
obnoxious  to  any  objection  that  did  not  originate  in  unfounded 
jealousy?  Did  the  circumstances  ever  more  imperiously  de- 
mand it?  Some  thing  like  this,  was,  if  I mistake  not,  done  in 
effect,  by  the  States  of  North-Carolina,  Kentucky  &c  by  fur- 
nishing Volunteers  for  the  succour  of  their  bordering  States, 
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when  invaded  or  threatened  with  invasion,  in  the  course  of 
the  last  Campaign.  And  has  not  this  patriotick  conduct  met 
with  great  applause?  May  we  not  be  as  much  in  need  of  such 
aid  as  Virginia  or  Ohio  was,  at  that  period ; especially  since  it 
is  reported  & may  be  expected  that  the  U.  S.  — Ships  at  New 
London  will  be  dismantled  & their  Crews  sent  to  the  Lakes  for 
facilitating  the  Invasion  of  the  Canadas  Should  any  great 
excesses  be  committed  (as  has  happened  by  the  burning  of 
Newark)  or  should  the  retaliative  System  be  acted  upon,  must 
we  not  calculate  that  the  menaces  of  Sir  George  Provost,  will 
be  realised  on  our  defenceless  Sea-Coasts?  May  not  these  at 
least,  become  subjects  of  serious  enquiry?  And  ought  not  the 
Citizens  of  this  State,  who  are  exempted  from  military  duty, 
yet  capable  of  bearing  arms  in  times  of  great  peril,  & who  have 
generally  more  at  stake  than  the  common  Militia,  without 
indulging  the  unreasonable  hope  & desire  of  being  defended 
in  their  Persons  (and)  property,  as  it  were  gratuitously,  by 
that  portion  of  the  Community  who  are  least  able  to  bear  the 
expence,  think  seriously  on  these  things,  before  it  be  too  late?

Much  alarm  having  been  excited  in  this  place  by  the  recent 
conduct  of  the  enemy  at  Saybrook,  I have  deemed  it  my  duty, 
(at  the  earnest  request  of  a number  of  the  Citizens  of  the  most 
respectable  standing)  to  exercise  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  law,  — Accordingly  I yesterday  ordered  a detachment 
from  the  second  Regiment,  consisting  of  one  Subaltern  Officer, 
one  Non  commissioned  Officer  & twelve  privates,  to  serve  as  a 
patrol  for  the  night.  — the  alarm  having  in  some  measure 
subsided,  the  detachment  is  discharged,  & no  other  one  will 
be  ordered  without  further  intelligence  relative  to  the  approach 
of  the  enemy,  — A much  larger  patrol  was  out  the  night  pre- 
vious, consisting  of  detachments  from  the  second  Company 
of  Foot  Guards,  & from  the  Battalion  of  Artillery,  these  were 
ordered  out  by  their  respective  Commandants.  — I ought  also 
perhaps  to  mention  that  a small  detachment  of  Artillery  was 
last  night  ordered  out  for  the  same  purpose  by  Major  Sherman 

I am  sensible  that  it  is  not  right  that  the  state  of  affairs 
in  this  place  should  leave  this  burden  on  the  Militia,  — but  the 
total  want  of  preparation  for  defence,  on  the  part  of  the  Citi- 
zens is  so  evident,  that  I could  not  resist  the  call  which  the 
occasion  demanded

Sir , In  pursuance  of  a Vote  of  this  Town,  in  legal  Town  meet- 
ing assembled  — the  undersigned  Select  Men  of  sd  Town,  and 
in  behalf  thereof;  — take  the  liberty  to  State  to  your  Excel- 
lency, — that  on  the  Morning  of  the  8th  Instant,  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Pettipauge  Point,  (Seven  miles  from  the  light  house), 
were  surprized  by  a detachment  of  the  Enemy,  from  the 
Squadron  in  the  Sound;  consisting  of  between  2&3  hundred 
Seamen  and  Marines;  commanded  by  Cap  Coote,  of  the  Brig 
Borer , 

So  few  of  the  Inhabitants  had  any  notice  of  their  approach; 
and  so  sudden  was  their  landing,  that  the  marines  were  in 
many  of  the  House[s],  before  the  Inhabitants  were  out  of  their 
beds  — After  having  destroyed  nearly  all  the  Shipping  in  Port, 
they  retired  on  board  a Schoon[er],  which  they  hauled  off  into 
the  Stream  below  the  Point,  and  remained  there  untill  Dusk, 
when  they  were  routed  by  Leut.  Bull  with  a field  piece;  in 
which  they  lost  two  men  killed,  and  one  wounded  — . they 
then  took  to  their  Barges  and  escaped  in  the  dark;  not  however 
without  being  briskly  fired  on  by  the  Militia  on  either  Side  the 
river.  — The  number  of  Vessels  burnt  by  them  was  twenty  one, 
beside  Several  Boats;  those  remaining  are  two  new  Vessels  on 
Stocks  — One  Schooner  and  a Small  Sloop  - — The  property 
destroyed  is  estimated  to  have  been  worth,  one  hundred  forty 
thousand  Dollars.  This  very  Serious  misfortune,  is  as  we  con- 
ceive, to  be  attributed,  to  the  total  neglect,  which  the  Govern- 
ment has  manifested  towards  this  Town  and  Port,  the  winter 
past  — Had  there  been  a Guard  of  Fifty  or  even  Twenty  Men 
at  Saybrook;  this  Event  we  verily  believe  would  not  have  hap- 
pened;/ and  had  there  been  a Supply  of  Amunition,  especially 
for  the  Field  Pieces  — though  that  would  not  have  prevented 
the  landing,  yet  would  certainly  have  enabled  us  to  have 
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routed  them  from  Pettipauge  before  night:  and  in  Such  Case, 
they  must  have  suffered  severe  loss  if  not  a total  Capture  — 
They  escaped  under  cover  of  Darkness  — There  being  no 
Cannon  Ammunition  at  Pettipauge,  and  but  few  Cartridges 
at  the  Platform  — It  was  very  late  before  a few  could  be  got 
to  serve  the  piece,  which  routed  them  as  above  stated  — / 

Your  Excellency  must  be  sensible  that  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Town  feel  Indignant  at  the  General  Government;  for  declaring 
a war  of  Offence,  & then  leaving  a Section  of  the  Country  so 
important,  as  the  Mouth  of  Connecticut  River,  and  it[s] 
Neighborhood;  wholly  unprotected,  without  the  means  of 
defence,  and  under  the  very  Guns  of  a large  Squadron  of  the 
Enemy  — To  that  Goverment  they  have  applied  in  vain ; Their 
repeated  applications  have  been  treated  with  total  neglect, 
From  that,  they  expect  no  releif  — — It  is  true  that  at  present 
there  is  but  little  in  this  Port,  to  tempt  new  incurs[i]ons  of  the 
Enemy  — but  if  the  embargo  should  be  removed  many,  — 
and  if  not  — some  vessels  will  collect  in  this  Port  — and  as 
this  instance  of  success  will  Inspire  them  with  boldness  and 
assurance;  It  is  but  reasonable  to  suppose,  that  we  shall  fre- 
quently be  disturbed  by  them,  and  it  is  prudent  that  we  should 
be  in  readiness  to  repel  them  — 

The  Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  therefore,  look  up  to  the  State 
Government,  thro  its  cheif  Magistrate;  for  that  protection  & 
assistance  which  they  need;  and  which  they  had  a right  to 
expect  from  the  Goverment  of  the  United  States;  but  for  which 
they  have  anxiously  looked  in  vain  — And  they  do  hope  that 
no  motive  of  Economy,  will  prevent  a trifling  expenditure,  for 
so  important  an  object;  or  operate  even  as  a procrastination. 

In  behalf  of  this  Town  therefore  and  at  its  particular  request, 
we  pray  your  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  place  a respect- 
able guard  near  the  Mouth  of  the  river,  to  keep  ward  & watch. 
with  power  to  stop,  examine  and  detain,  if  necessary,  all  vessels 
boats  &c  navigating  said  River.  — We  also  pray  that  a Maga- 
zine of  Ammunition  may  be  established  in  the  Neighborhood 
well  supplied  with  Suitable  Items  for  Ordnance,  and  Muskets, 
and  such  other  things  as  may  be  thought  needful  by  the  Wis- 
dom of  your  Excellency;  — Please  Pardon  the  liberty  we  take 
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in  praying  Speciffe,  [specific]  relief  — The  anxiety  and  Solici- 
tude of  the  Inhabitants  are  our  apology  — 1

I have  received  a letter  from  Horace  Rawdon  (who  at 
the  request  of  your  Excellency  was  removed  from  this  state 
to  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  on  a charge  of  passing 
counterfeit  bank  bills)  in  which  he  states  that  no  indictment 
has  been  found  against  him,  and  he  therefore  requests  to  be 
either  discharged  or  sent  back  to  Connecticut  - — A communi- 
cation to  the  same  effect  is  also  received  from  Elijah  Morse 
who  Subscribes  himself  Attorney  to  Horace  Rawdon  — Mr 
Morse  farther  suggests  that  the  prisoner  is  detained  in  conse- 
quence of  a representation  made  to  the  court  by  Mr  Rixford 
the  agent,  that  Such  was  my  desire  - — I have  no  desire,  nor 
have  I expressed  any,  that  Mr  Rawdon  should  remain  in  cus-
